KEYNOTE OF CONVENTION 


Isolation Policy Not in Keeping 
With American Tradition, As- 
sociation President Asserts. 


HERRICK PREDICTS HELP 


Financiers Keen to Hear McKenna 
Give British Opinion on the 
Debt Problem. 


The interallied debt problem came to 
the front yesterday as the most impor- 
tant subject under discussion at the 
American Bankers’ Association conven- 
tion at the Hotel Commodore. 

Discussion, stimulated by speeches of 
American and British leaders of eco- 
nomic thought, scheduled as the prin- 
cipal feature of the convention, is ex- 
pected to send the 11,000 delegates and 
guests back to their homes in all parts 
of the country with a new outlook upon 
the question of whether this country 
should cancel the billions of allied debts. 

Yesterday the thousands of delegates, 
‘crowding the mammoth convention hall 
on the main ballroom floor of the Com- 
modore, heard four leading Americans 
give their opinions on the debt question. 

Thomas W. Lamont of J. P. Morgan 
& Co. spoke,from the viewpoint of an 
international banker who is convinced 
of the need of settling the debt problem 
before Europe can become stabilized. 
Thomas B. McAdams, President of the 
association and Vice President of the 
Merchants’ National Bank of Richmond. 
Va., addressed himself to the theory 
that a policy of isolation and refusal 
to co-operate with Europe in settling 
her problems jis not in keébing with 
American traditions. 

Myron TT. Herrick, Ambassador to 
France, ‘who will return to France on 
the Paris today after a vacation ‘n 
Washington, predicted that - America 
would formulate a program within a 
year which would lead to the rejuvena- 
tion of Europe. 

Dr. George E. Vincent, head of the 
Rockefeller Foundation, told the bank- 
ers that while financial men had been 
waiting to decide what the right thing 
to do economically was, the medical and 
other scientific men had been at work 
under the banners of the League of | 
Nations for five years stemming the 
tide of typhus lest it sweep over West- 
ern Europe and reach America. 


Will Hear McKenna Today. 


Today will come the “ big’’ speech 
of the convention, to which yesterday’s 
speeches were leading up. This will be 


the address of the Right Hon. Reginald 
' 


McKenna, formerly Chancellor of the 
3ritish Exchecquer, and now Chairman 
of the London Joint ity and Midland 
Bank, who will speak on “' Reparations 
and, International Debts.”’ 

In discussing this subject before* the 
forty-cighth annual convention of the 
American Bankers’ Association, Mr. 
McKenna will be able to inform the 
largest. conference of ban’:ers ever held 
in America as to the soundest British 
opinion on the most important interna- 
tional issue of the day. 

After Mr. Lamont struck the keynote 
yesterday in his speech pointing to the 
responsibility of American bankers for 
conditions abroad, the convention teemed 
with speculation about the trend of Mr. 
McKenna’s. speech. ‘‘ Will he urge the 
cancellation of the allied debt?’’ was 
the cuestion on many lips. The very 
announcement of his speech has accom- 
plished the purpose of his coming, for it 
has stimulated the discussion which is 
expected to result in constructive ideas 
as to how the problem should be settled. 

It was remarked among bankers yes- 
terday that American bankers have been 
singularly ill informed, as a whole, on 
the arguments for and against the can- 
cellation of the debts, and on foreign. 
conditions generally. Otherwise, it was 
said, they would have taken some ac- 
tion long ago to help Europe to its feet. 
Put the problem is so big and so in- 
volved, the bankers say, that very few 
have been able to come to any definite 
conclusion as to what ought to be done. 
The influence of the convention on the 
American attitude toward the debt prob- 
lem is expected to extend much further 
than to the delegates themselves. It 
was pointed out by speakers yesterday 
that it was their duty, on their return 
home,*to use their power for molding 
public opinion as. wise and conservative 
counselors of citizens of their commu- 
nities, in giving widespread circulation 
to the discussion stimulated by the con- 
vention. 

Bankers’ Responsibility. 


Mr. Lamont in his speech emphasized 
the fact that the great power that has 
come to American bankers since the 
war has carried with it a correspond- 
ingly great responsibility, which they 
must realize. He told them that this 
responsibility extended to foreign af- 
fairs as well as domestic. American 
prosperity is inevitably interwoven with 
European stability, he pointed out, and 
there can be no settlement over there 
until the debt question is solved. As 
for reparation, he said, that question 


is nc longer of primary importance. The 
question of what Germany can pay or

The Copper and Brass Research As- 
sociation, 25 Broadway, issued a sur- 
vey yesterday, estimating that $5,090,- 
000,000 was the amount put into 
building industry during this year, 
about one-third being for dwelling 
construction. Industrial building, of- 
fice, hotel, school, hospitals and 
churches came next, in the. order 
named, in the national building op- 
erations, 

In estimating that 150,000,000 
pounds of copper was used, an in- 
crease of 100,000,000 pounds over 1921, 
the association reported: 

*‘ Activity in the building industry 
has served greatly to assist in hasten- 
ing the return of normal business 
conditions throughout the United 
States. It is therefore reassuring to 
note that only a start has been made 
toward catching up on the accumu- 
lated building deficit, and that with 
increased. construction of heavier 
types of building, even though there 
mey be a somewhat smaller amount 
of residence construction, we may. 
reasonably expect, during the next 
three years at least, considerably 
more than the normal pre-war build- 
ing activity.’’ 


LAWSON, HARD AL 
CANNOT BE FOUND 


Financier, Upset Over Necessity 
of Selling Dreamwold Estate, 
Missing Since Monday. 


MAY BE ON WAY TO OREGON 


Left Home of Sister in Maine, 
Saying He Was Not Certain 
Where He Would Go. 


BOSTON, Oct. 3.—The whereabouts of 
Thomas W. Lawson, financier, who has 
had to put his South Shore estate, 
Dreamwold, on the auction block :to 
make up -for stock market losses, were 
still a mystery tonight. Relatives, busi- 
ness associates and friends were with- 
out .word from him since he left the 
home of his sister, Miss Mary. Lawson, 
at Southwest Harbor, Me,, yesterday. - 

It appeared to be fairly well agreéd 
among those interested tonight that, up- 
set over the loss of the homestesd which 
he built and furnished at a cost of 
about three and one-half millions, and 
in which he had brought up his family, 
now scattered by death and marriage, 
he had decided to go somewhere to 
seek solitude and a change of scene. 
The ranch home of his daughter, Mrs. 
Henry McCall, at Prineville, Ore., was 
considered the most likely place, 

With the financier, who is now in his 
65th year, is a maid, a servant of many 
years service in the Lawson home. She 
has always accompanied him, his as- 
sociates said, and when he decided sud- 
denly yesterday morning to. leave his 
sister’s home, he directed the maid to 
accompany him. 

His health had not been of the best 
|recently. Horace T. Fogg, one of his 
Trustees, said he thought Mr. Lawson 
was not ill, and suggested he might 
i have decided to go to Oregon to see his 
daughter. Mr. Lawson had been at 
Southwest Harbor for several weeks. 

The great Dreamwold property, built 
to satisfy a wish of his wife, had be- 
| come first lonely and then a financial 
burden. Saturday night the word went 
out that he was selling Dreamwold to 
get money to meet his debts. Sunday 
night he telephoned from Southwest 
| Harbor to ask how the public had taken 
the news. Yesterday he left the Maine 
town, saying he was not certain where 
ihe would go. He has not been heard 
from since. 


It was thought he might go direct to} 


Dreamwold, but inquirers there today 


were told by the trustees, who are pre-| 


paring the place for sale on the auction 
block, that they had no‘ word of Mr. 
Lawson’s . whereabouts. At Young’s 
Hotel, in this city, where he has main- 
tained offices for years, with a secre- 
tary in charge, it was said there was no 
information from ‘‘ the chief.’’ 


BEND, Ore., Oct. 3.—Inquiry at the 
McCall Ranch, near Prineville, today 
indicated that no word has been re- 


eeived from Thomas W. Lawson, Boston 
financier, believed to be on his way 
here, according to Eastern dispatches. 
Mrs. Henry McCall, his daughter, de- 
clared if her father was on his way 
West she had received no intimation 
of it.

Creasy’s Father and Sister Encour- 
Him After ‘His 


Conviction.

MINEOLA, Oct. 3.—William M. Creasy 
was convicted of the murder of Edith 
Lavoy tonight by a jury in the County 
Court. The Kentucky mechanic, who 
was accused of shooting the Freeport 
school teacher whose body was found in 
the living room of her boarding house on 
Nerth Main Street, Freeport, on June 23, 
last, heard his doom sealed by the jury 
without the twitch of a muscle. He 
walked with a brisk gait to the bar to 
have his pedigree taken after the verdict 
was made known. He answered the 
questions asked him calmly and pre- 
cisely. 

Creasy said that he was not married, 
a steel car builder, and 31, born at 
Charlottesville, Va., and lived at Belle- 
vue, Ky. His father and sister were 
near him when the jury came into court 
and seated on the other side of the 
crowded court room were Mr. and Mrs. 
Lavoy and their daughter Eva. Creasy’s 
sister threw her arms about’ her 
brother’s neck just before he was led 
away to the jail, and his father shook 
his hand and spoke words of encour- 
agement. 


Verdict Returned at 9:50 P. M. 


The verdict of murder ifn the first 
degree wat returned by the jury at 9:50 
o’clock, The jury retired at 7:15 o'clock 
and began its deliberations in a room 
where were collected hundreds of letters 
written by or to the slain school teacher, 
a blood-stained pillow and the weapon 
with which the evidence indicated she 
was killed. 

When counsel for Creasy asked for a 
poll of the jury, eéach answered 
“ Guilty.’’ Judge Smith remanded 
Creasy for sentence on Oct. 7. 

In dismissing the jury, Judge Smith 
thanked them for the attentiveness with 

| which they had listened to the testi- 
mony throughout the extended trial and 
for the fair spirit in which they had 
waded through the mass of testimony. 
When the prisoner was led away to his 
cell his counsel announced that an ap- 
| peal would be taken for Creasy, inas- 
much as Judge’ Smith refused to enter- 
tain a motion for a new trial. 

Among the last witnesses for the de- 
fense, called by Henry A. Uterhart, 
counsel for Creasy, was the young man’s 
father, James A. Creasy. He said that 
the accused was one of twelve children, 
all living. 


Said Case Hinged on Letter. 


| Mr. Uterhart took three and:a half 
| hours in summing up. He said that the 
answer to the whole case was a special 
delivery letter dated May 12, 1922, sent 
by Miss Lavoy to Creasy. He said the 
letter was sent to Creasy after the latter 
| had informed Miss Lavoy that he no 


| longer cared for her, and he argued that 


the letter was proof of his contention 
that Miss Lavoy did not reject Creasy 
and in that way furnish a motive for 
| the crime of which Creasy was accused. 
District Attorney: Weeks described 
| Creasy as ‘‘a coward who sneaked be- 
hind an innocent girl and while she was 
unaware of his purpose, shot her to 
| death.” He then undertook to answer 
| Mr. Uterhart’s contention that there was 
no motive for Creasy to kill the school 
er a saying: 

‘*T will answer that. He came here to 
ruin her, but, thank’ God, he failed,’’ 

Edith KE. Lavoy, 22, was shot to death 
}in the sitting room in the house where 
;she boarded at 156 North Main Street, 
Freeport, on the evening of June 23. 
William M. Creasy, who had but recent- 
ly come to visit her from his home in 
Kentucky, and was living at the same 
address as the teacher, was arrested on 
instruction of Assistant District At- 
torney, Edwards by the police, who at 
first supposed that Miss Lavoy’s death 
was self-inflicted. 

Creasy was indicted for the murder 
of Miss Lavoy by a Nassau County 
Grand Jury at Mineola on June 30 last. 
Among the witnesses called during the 
trial was George Davison, an artist, re- 
vealed as_a suitor for Miss Lavoy. On 
one occasion he loudly applauded a re- 
tort by District Attorney Weeks and 
was ordered from the courtroom. 





Rides Warned Against N. Y. Moonshine; 
Convention Plans Barred Rum, Says Official 


Federal prohibition officials said yes- 
terday that reports had reached them 
to the effect that visiting bankers had 
no reason to believe that the Volstead 
act applied to New York City from the 
quantity of liquor that has been made 
available for them. They had heard 
reports that some of the liquor was of 
the ‘‘moonshine ’’ variety. The source 

f the supply, however, was not dis- 
clouads It was said that no investiga- 
tion has been made of these reports. 

“The bankers are taking their lives in 
their own hands if whey are drinking 
New York ‘hooch,’ for it is impossible 
for them to get good liquor here,” said 
Zone Chief Appleby. **T don’t know 
where they are getting it, but unless it 
eomes from private stock of tested 
liquors it is poisonous ‘ hooch.’ 

* don’t belleve there is any real 
whisky on sale in New’ York. The only 
genuine whisky that I’know of in the 
city is stored in the bonded warehouses.

SEB ONLY JEALOUSY 
IN HALL MURDERS 


State Troopers Eliminate Theo- 
ries of Robbery and 
Blackmail. 


WAY CLEAR FOR AUTOPSY 


New York and Brooklyn Offi- 
cials Will Assist Jersey 
Authorities. 


State troopers investigating the Hall- 
Mills murder mystery are inclined to dis- 
card the theory that the Rev. Edward 
W. Hall and Mrs. Eleanor R. Mills, a 
singer in the choir of his church at New 
Brunswick, N. J., were slain on the 
night of Sept. 14 by robbers or black- 
mailers. Jealously they now say appar- 
ently was the motive for the double mur- 
der. 

Corporal Spearman and Trooper Dyck- 
man of the New Jersey State Constab- 
ulary, who, with Sergeant Lamb of the 
Netcong Troop wére assigned to detec- 
tive work on the mystery several days 
ago, after Charlotté Mills, daughter of 
the slain choir singer, had appésled to 
Governor Edwards to aid in running 
down the slayer, called on James Mills, 
husband of the dead choir singer, in the 
morning and questioned him at length. 
After they left, Mills said that he was 
more hopeful that something would be 
developed by the State Troopers that 
would lead to the arrést of the slayer. 

‘They did not question me in the 
manner that I was questioned by the 
county officials investigating this 
crime,’’ Mills said. ‘‘ They appeared to 
know just what information they wanted 
and got it. They in no way implied that 
I was guilty of this horrible crime. 
They intimated that their investigation 
had led them thus far to believe that 
jealousy was the cause of the murders.”’ 


Mills Criticises “‘ Bunglers.”’ 


Mills was severe in his criticism of 
Middlesex and Somerset County offi- 
cials. 

‘‘If I had not been able to provide 
an alibi, backed by reliable witnesses 
and checked up on time from the mo- 
ment Mrs. Mills disappeared until her 
body was found two days later,’’ de- 
clared the sexton, ‘‘those bunglers 
would have me in jail. 

** Nobody has been to see me and but 
few people connected with the church, 
of which I am still the sexton, have 
talked to me. None of my apparent 
friends have offered condolence in the 
hour of my sorrow. If that is Christi- 
anity, you've got to show me.” 

While Mills appeared to be more hope- 
ful, his daughter, Charlotte, did not re- 
flect his optimism. Before she left her 
home for the New Brunswick senior 
high school, in which she is a pupil, 
she mailed two letters, one to Prosecutor 
Stricker of New Brunswick and _ the 
|other to Ellis Parker, head of detec- 
tives in Burlington County, and who 

| has made quite a reputation in Southern 

New Jersey in solving several murder 
mysteries’ there. In the letter to the 
Prosecutor she enclosed a copy of the 
letter to the detective, in which she 
asked Parker to come to New Bruns- 
wick and arrest the slayer of her 
mother. “‘ With the assistance of such 
an able detective,’’ she said, ‘‘ the mys- 
tery surrounding the murder of my 
mother would be solved.”’ 


Report of Secret Letter Box. 


The authorities have investigated a 
report that Rector Hall was in the 
habit~ of receiving letters writteh by 
Mrs. Milis and placed in a small box, 
in his study in the church and that Mrs. 
Mills had left a note for him there on 
the night before. their. disappearance. 
The report had it that this note was 
found on the body of the slain man and 
that it was among several letters in 
the possessiom of Prosecutor Stricker 
which he has refused to make public. 

Mayor John J. Morrison of New 
Brunswick yesterday issued’‘a statement 
in connection with the failure of the 
authorities to solve the crime and de- 
clared his belief that the investigating 
officials ‘‘ were doing the best they 
know how.’’ ‘‘ The failure to properly 
perform autopsies on the bodies before 
they were interred,’’ he said, ‘* was 
obviously. & gross error.” 

An editorial which appeared in New 
Brunswick's only newspaper today said, 
in part: 

- ‘*Tt would be well, then, to adopt the 
suggestion that has been made fre- 


uently that steps be taken to secure 
the services of Ellis Parker, famous 
Burlington County detective. It would 
be. no reflection upon the local force, in 
a case of such magnitude, to call in 
additional assistance, and every posal-- 
ble effort should be made to track down 
the slayers. The question of expense, 
if that enters into it, should not be con- 
sidered for a.moment. Where the honor

ALLIED MESSAGE TO ATHENS 


Ministers in Constantinople Urge 
Government to Restrain 
Soldiers in Thrace. 


TURKS MOVE FROM CHANAK 


But Their Shift of Position Is Only 


Slight—Kemal Arrives at ~ : 
Angora. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Oct. 3 (Associ- 
atea Press).—The preliminary confer- 
ence for the settlement of peace in the 
Near East began at Mudania today with 
the allied Generals and Ismet Pasha, 
representing the Turkish Nationalists, 
present. The meeting was called to 
order at 3 o’clock in the afternoon, but 
was shortly adjourned to Wednesday to 
permit the attendance of the Greek rep- 
resentatives 

General Mazarakis and Colonel Sarri- 
yannis, who were yesterday appointed 
by the Greek Cabinet to act in the 
Mudania conference in behalf of Greece, 
arrived at Mudania on a Greek destroyer 
this evening and will take their places 
at the conference table tomorrow. 

General Harington,  commander-in- 
chief of the allied forces, will deal with 
the military questions in the negotia- 
tions as he deems best, a free hand 
having been given him by his Govern- 
ment in these matters. Subjects of a 
political or economic nature will be re- 
ferred to the Allied High Commission- 
ers, who ‘will communicate with their 
Governments. The Commissioners will 
be in: continuous contact with Mudania 
by wireless. 

The allied Ministers in Constantinople 
are understood to have drawn the at- 
tention of the Greek Government to the 
necessity of keeping the 60,000 Greek 
troops in Thrace under control so as to 
avoid the possibility of a conflict. This 
was due to representations of the An- 
gora Government that the Mohammedan 
population in Thrace was suffering ex- 
actions at the hands of the Greeks, and 
the Greek troops were in a dangerous 
state of unrest. 

Up to the present the Turks have made 
no real preparations for their with- 
drawal from the neutral zone, and ac- 
cording to an official report, their slight 
retirement today was not of appreciable 
depth.

ATLANTA, Ga., Oct. 3 (Associated 
Press).—Mrs. W. H. Felton of Carters- 
ville, Ga., was appointed by Governor 
Thomas W. Hardwick today to fill the 
vacancy caused by the death of Sena- 
tor Thomas E. Watson, until the people 
elect a successor in November... Mrs. 
Felton will be the first woman to be- 
come a Senator. 

Whether Mrs. Felton will actually 
have an opportunity to qualify and sit 
in the Senate is doubtful, for her suc- 
cessor will have been elected before 
the expected special session of Congress 
in November.

Rhine Armies’ Wine Bill - 
118,777,684 Marks Last Year 


BERLIN, Oct. 3 (Associated Press). 
—The troops occupying the Rhineland 
consumed 118,777,684. marks’ worth of 
German wines during the fiscal 
year of 1921. In addition they used 
124,733 bottles of German champagne. 

The figures above do not include 
foreign drinks imported into the re- 
gion which entered free of taxes and 
customs, 

It is estimated that the wine con- 
sumption alone represents a loss of 
20,000,000 .marks to Germany in 
taxes. The loss of taxes on German 
beer consumed by the troops amount- 
ed to 90,000 marks and on German 
cigarettes smoked by the troops, 
2,000,000 marks. 


HARDING T0 MOVE 
FOR SMYRNA RELIEF 


President Will Make Will Hays 
Chairman, to Work With 
Existing Agencies. 


DEFENDS HUGHES’S COURSE 


White House Statement Says 
He Can’t Use Agencies of 
War to Prevent Murders.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.—Announce- 
ment was made at the White House to- 
day that President Harding would ap- 
point a committee on behalf of the Gov- 
ernment to co-operate with the Near 
East Relief in connection with the dis- 
tress at Smyrna and elsewhere in Asia 
Minor and Turkey, which has followed 
the victories of the Turkish Nationalists 
over the Greeks. Will H. Hays, former 
Postmaster General and now Chairman 
of the Association of Moving Picture 
Producers, will be named as Chairman. 

The membership of the committee will 
probably be announced tomorrow, ac- 
cording to the White House statement, 
which comprised the further informa- 
tion that simultaneously with its ap- 
pointment Président ‘Harding would 
make public a letter to Chairman Bar- 
ton of the Near East Relief, express- 
ing the cordial willingness of the Ad- 
ministration to co-operate with the un- 
official organizations undertaking to 
relieve the distress among the peoples of 
the regions where Turkish excesses have 
taken place. 

An informal oral explanation of the 
President's attitude toward the Near 
East situation was made at the White 
House. It supplemented statements 
from the State Department, and par- 
ticularly the communication of Secre- 
tary Hughes to Bishop Cannon of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church South, pub- 
lished in morning newspapers today.

Official’ reports show the appropria- 
hice sh ey pct ve in the two 
years o e Smith Administration were 
$241,000,000, and for the two years of 
the Miller Administration $285,000,000, 
an increase of $44,000,000. Governor 
Miller has been a cunning juggler of 
facts and financial statements, vut the 
taxpayers’ burden has not been light- 
ened. By sham reorganization of State 
departments, they have debased the 
civil service and increased the cost of 
county and municipal government.’ 


Takes Up Democratio Changes, 


“If that charge can be supported, we 
are not entitled to the continued confi- 
dence of the people. If it can not be 
supported——if, on the contrary,. the 
reverse is true, then those who prefer 
that charge are not entitled to a re- 
turn of the people’s confidence. And as 
they have hazarded that issue upon the 
most important subject of the State Gov- 
ernment, I now address myself to it. 

“Senator Wadsworth has described 
the conditions which existed at the close 
of the wer. The Smith Administration 
came in on Jua. 1, 1919, after that time, 
at the time when there was the greatest 
need and the greatest opportunity to 
practice economy in government. We 
had gone through a period of inflation 
due to an unexampled expansion of the 
public credit. We had gone through a 
period of extension of Government activ- 
ity incident to the war. The State ex- 
penditures in seven years including the 


war periods, and the per capita cost of 
government had almost doubled in this 
State. 

“ It was imperative if we were to ab- 
sorb the shock of inevitable deflation 
that the people’s saving should not be 
bed by Government but that they 
should be utilized, and that it should be 
possible for them to be utilized to the 
reorganization and readjustment of in- 
dustry. The necessity was there, the 
the unex- 
ampled opportunity was there, because 
of the period of-inflation and extension 
of Government activity through which 
we had passed. Now, what happened? 
Appropriations in 1918 in this State had 
reached $81,000,000. In two years they 
jumped to $145,000,000, an increase of 
$64,000,000, almost three times the entire 
cost of the State Government twenty 
years ago, and one and one-half times 


jits cost ten years ago; an increase in 


two years one and 


one-half times as 
much as the total 


increase in seven 


| years, including the period of war infla- 


tion. That is the bald fact. It is true 
and it will probably be said that the 
Legislature was Republican, but the 
Legislature can not control expendi- 
tures; the Legislature can not control 
The Legislature can to 
some extent, limit expenditure, but it is 


dependent for the most part upon the 
department heads for the estimates of 
the needs of the Government. 


Cites Necessary Increases. 


“Tt is true, of course, that there is 
an annual and an inevitable and neces- 
sary increase in the cost of government. 
That is due to our increasing popula- 
tion, to the increasing complexity of 
society with the new demands constant- 
ly and legitimately arising. But after 
such a period as we have gone through 
it should at least have been possible to 
have absorbed those increases, as that 
has been done during the last two years, 
out of economies, It is true, to be en- 
tirely fair, that there was one increase 
of considerable size, that was legitimate 
and proper, and that no one can ques- 
tion. There was an increase the sec- 


; ond year of $21,000,000, raised by the di- 


rect mill and a half tax, for the sup- 
port of the public schools, for the in- 
crease of the teachers’ wages. That 
was a legitimate increase, and we have 
still further increased it. But even that, 
in part, should have been absorbed out 
of savings or economies which were 
possible, and that only amounts to less 
than one-third of this enormous increase 
of $64,000,000 in two years. 

““ Now, I shall not take the time to 
discuss all of the reasons for that, but I 
will tell you the chief reason, and that 
is that during that two years the lust 
of spending money grew by what it 
fed on, because government was admin- 
istered to please and not to serve, 


Assails ‘‘ Special Groups.” 


“You may recall that that was a 
period of great activity of special 
groups and of particular interests who 
literally swarmed Capitol Hill and rare- 
ly marched down the Hill empty hand- 
ed. The fact is that favor instead of 
service had permeated and demoralized 
the public service. I know that, because 
I know the condition which I found, 
and I will point you to one fact which 
is conclusive, which is irrefutable and 
unanswerable proof of what I assert. 

‘‘The appropriations had jumped in 


seven years, during the war inflation, 
about $40,000,000. In two years under 
the Democratic Administration preced- 
ing this, they had jumped $64,000,000. 


| The requests submitted, by department 


heads for the year 1920 totaled $145,- 
That was the amount of ap- 


propriations. There was in fact a re- 


| duction. of $20,000,000 from that  be- 
}eause those requests had not included 


this increase for teachers’ wages. Not- 
withstanding that increase, notwith- 
standing the campaign of 1920 was. con- 
ducted, as far as the State was con- 
cerned, upon the issue of economy, that 
cutgoing Administration, the depart- 


iment heads under that Administration, 


after the election made up their esti- 
mates of the expenditures needed for 
the State Government for the next year. 
And what do you think they were? Not 
145,000,000, but $20¢,000,000. Those 
were the estimates which the outgoing 
Democratis Administration submitted to 
the Legislature as their estimate of 
what it would cost to run the State 
Government the ensuing year.’’ 


Sees ‘‘ Lust to Spend.” 


‘“‘Am I justified in saying that the 
lust to spend had grown by .what it fed 


on? Am I justified in saying that the 
doors of the State. Treasury had been 
thrown wide open?’ What happened? 
We had promised the people that we 
would stop the mounting cost of gov- 
ernment. It looked.like we had bitten 
off. more than we could chew, We 
had laid on the table on the first .of 
January requests for appropriations in- 
volving an increase of more than $60,- 
000,000. Nobody in the State Govern- 
ment thought that the promise could 
be redeemed. Nobody in the outgoing 
Administration thought fhat the prom- 
ise could be redeemed. 7 

“I asked the leaders of the majority 
in each branch of. the Legislature to sit 
down with me, and we agreed upon cer- 
tain principles which should govern the 
making of appropriations, and then we 
made another important agreement, that 
we would not deviate from those princi- 
ples at the behest or the insistence of 
The Legislature 
kept their part, and when they had fin- 
ished, I signed the Appropriation bill ex- 


actly as it came to me without dotting 


an ‘i’ or crossing a ‘t.’ And that ap- 
propriation covered items aggregating; 
not, $206,000,000 as was requested, not 
$145,000,000 as was given the preceding 
year—of course I am speakine now in 
round numbers—but only $135,000,000 


revenue from the State Treasury. 


“The next year—we did not stop 
there—the next year, the year just past, 

reduction $2,500,000 
thas. notwithstanding 
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improvements, aggregating more 
than an extra $12,000,000 in excess. of 
what bad been appropriated under the 
preceding administration,. [Applause. ] 


Tells of Decreases. 


‘‘ Now that is the plain record as: to 
appropriations. Decreases,’ net minor 
ones, but substantial ones, made in two 


consecutive years, a thing unheard of in 
the State Government. I am not taking 
credit for that. The reason it was pos- 
sible to do that was that my Adminis- 
tration was preceded by the most waste- 
ful, the most demoralized Administra- 
tion in the history of this State. 

“Mind you, I am not charging wrong- 
ful conduct. I am merely saying that 
the State Government was run by favor 
instead of for the purpose of performing 
the public service. Well,, they say—and 
I propose to test this question by every 
conceivable test—they say that our ap- 
propriations for the two years were 
forty-four millions more than theirs were 
for the two years. The gentlemen who 
Say we juggle figures, that statement is 
literally true, but do you see the joker? 
They started in at a rate for the year 
before of elghty-one millions. The first 
year they spent ninety-five. They had 
only got started. 

“The second year was the year that 
set the pace which we had to meet, and 
now they ask us to compare, not with 
the second year, because, as you know, 
it is one thing to increase expenditures, 
it is another thing to stop them once 
they have got started, and they ask 
us to take their low year, before their 
momentum had really got well up, and 
to compare that as well as the second, 
and I am willing to take that basis of 
comparison, and I say that the figures 
of the State Controller prove that even 
upon that basis, even taking their low 
as well as their high year, the actual 
cost of administering the State Govern- 
ment was reduced by $11,000,000. 


Challenges Democrats. 


‘They say that from official figures 
this appears. I know what their offi- 
cial figures are—it is a financial state- 
ment of the State's actual business 
transactions: for tthe past few years, 
which I asked the Controller to pre- 
pare for me,.and I asked him to give it 
to our Democratic friends, too, to pick 
it to pieces if they wanted to. Now, 
this is what the figures show: (‘There 
are two elements in the cost of gov- 
ernment. One is the cost of govern- 
ment proper, which we divide for our 
accounting purposes into personal ser- 
vice and into maintenance and oper- 
ation. Those are the things that by good 
administration. you can reduce. The 
other branch includes charges, like the 
interest and sinking fund, moneys for 
debt service; contributions, like the re- 
turn that is paid to the locaWties for the 
support of the public schools; items that 
are fixed by statute, which cannot be 
changed unless you change the law, and 
capital expenditures or permanent im- 
provements, things like this New York- 
New Jersey vehicular tunnel, for which 
we have appropriated $10,000,000 and 
more—public improvements of that sort. 

** Now the sum total of the appropria- 
tions of the present two years’ admin- 
istration, for fixed charges, for con- 
tributions for capital expenditures, ex- 
ceed the like expenditures or appropri- 
ations made by the preceding adminis- 
tration by the sum of $64,000,000, and 
so it is a plain proposition—but I should 
make one correction, to be fair—those 
are the increases. There was one de- 
crease for debt service of nearly $7,000,- 
000, so that the net increase was not 
$64,000,000, but $56,000,000 or $57,000,000, 
thereabouts. Now if, as they say, and 
it is the fact, the total expenditures or 
appropriations have increased but $44,- 
000,000, then it necessarily follows that 
the appropriations for the cost of gov- 
ernment, for the things that you can 
control--of course, you can make capital 
expenditures greater or less, but. those 
are things that you invest your money 
in, and you have them. The cost of 
government includes those things that, 
after your money is spent, it is gone; 
you have had service, and that is all; 
and those figures thus show that an 
actual reduction in the cost of govern- 
ment, even taking their low and their 
high year, of $11,000,000 was effected. 

“But that is not the only test. Ap- 
propriations really are not the test. Any 
student of government will say that ex- 
penditures are the test, and I.will take 
that test. That is one that there can- 
not be any juggling about. 


Finds ‘‘ a New Spirit.’’ 
‘The expenditures for the fiscal year 


ended June 30, 1921—that was the year} 


for which the last Democratic Adminis- 
tration made appropriations of $145,000,- 
000—the expenditures for that year were 
not $145,000,000, they were $135,000,000, 
$10,000,000 less than the appropriation, 
the largest unexpended balance of appro- 
priations at the close of any fiscal year 
in the history of the State. Six months 
of that year was under the present Ad- 
ministration. We could not control the 
appropriations, but we could limit ex- 


penditures, and on Jan. 1, 1921, a new 
spirit was infused into the State ser- 
vice, a spirit, if you please, of spend- 
ing what, was necessary instead of all 
that you could extract from the State 
Treasury, and the result of that was 
that the actual expenditures were $135,- 
000,000. 
“I will 
istration 


give the preceding Admin- 
eredit for that figure. It 


would have been. more, but we will take | 


it at that. The actual expenditures the 
next year, the first full year of the 
present Administration, were not $135,- 
000,000, or $130,000,000; they were only 
$126,000,000, a reduction in actual ex- 
penditures of nearly $10,000,000, and we 
provided for capital expenditures of 
more than $2,500,000 more. Now, that 
is the record. It has not been secured 
by any parsimonious, cheeseparing econ- 
omy. Je have taken care of all of the 
needs of thaé.State Government. 

‘*More has been spent for various 
purposes, like education and health ana 
attendants in public institutions, but we 
have done something else. We have put 
the State on a pay-as-you-go policy. 
You aré correct, Senator, in saying that 
we did not borrow. We did more than 
that. We paid from the current reve- 
nue for expenditures for which it had 
been customary to borrow. When we 
entered office the appropriations for 
good roads were practically gone except 
driblets here and there, remnants al- 
lotted to the counties. We have put 
the completion of our highway system 
on a pay-as-you-go basis. We are 
building our good roads.out of current 
revenue and we built more miles of 
good ‘roads last year than were ever 
built in the history of the State. 


Discusses Canal Terminals. 


‘“‘ We had issued bonds, as you know, 
for the:canal terminals, $20,000,000 of 
bonds, and when this Administration 
came in those bond moneys were gone 
and terminals were not completed, and 
the Superintendent of Public Works of 
the outgoing Administration submitted 
an estimate which was not. included, let 
me tell you, in this. estimate of $205,- 


000,000 that I told you about. This was 
something in excess. He submitted an 
estimate of $20,000,000 to complete that 
work. It first went into the budget es- 
timate, and it made those estimates 
look so like thunder that they pulled 
it out, and it was submitted as a sep- 
arate estimate, with the suggestion that 
bonds ought to be issued, that we ought 
to submit a referendum to the people 
and have bonds issued. We did not do 
it.. But I will tell you what we are 
Seine: We are completing these termi- 
nals, 

‘* We just completed a great one the 
other day over here at Gowahus Bay, 
with a great grain elevator. We are 
completing these terminals. We are put- 
ting in something that they never had 
before—terminal machinery to handle 
freight in modern ways. We are put- 
oe 3 in something that the canal has not 
had before—modern dredging equipment. 
We are eee | in shops along the canal 
to take care of this equipment. We are 
starting the development of electric 
ener; from the surplus waters of the 
‘canal and we are/paying for every dol- 
lar of it-as we go, out of current reve- 
nues. 

‘* In this connection, because it is illus- 
trative, and I have no doubt it is illus- 
trative of the kind of pam ee that we 
are going to meet with, am minded 
to read another plank of the Democratic 
platform, if you can stand it.

to make a false record of economy at 
the expense of the most helpless and 
most unfortunate class in the State. 
They provided two millions less.for food, 
clothing and maintenance this year.’ I 
know who wrote that. It sounds very 
much like the lamentations which* filled 
the Senate chamber from the lips of the 
minority leader at the close of the Legis- 
lature last year. And I am led to pause 
a moment to refer to that. There wasn’t 
any doubt a year ago when the Legis- 
lature adjourned that economies had 
been effected. There wasn’t any doubt 
that seventy ruillions of dollars had been 
trimmed from the budget requests. 


Hits at Minority Leader. 


‘And the minority leader in the Sen- 
ate, from whose vivid imagination I 
have, no doubt the material was ob- 
tained to write this platform, filled the 
Senate chamber with his lamentations. 
These gentlemen of the press that I see 
here no doubt will remember it. He 
shed tears for the army of State em- 
ployes that were going to march: down 
Capitol Hill at the close of the fiscal 
year. He shed tears for the unfortu- 
nate wards of the State for whom ade- 


quate provision had not been made, and 
he said that it was all false economy 
and that we would be back the next 
year with deficiency appropriations to 
make it up. That had been the practitce 
_** But there was another rule that was 
inaugurated in January, 1921, and that 
was that in the conduct of the State 
Government the State Constitution should 
be observed, that obligations should not 
be created without appropriations to pay 
for them. We said that department 
heads must learn to live within” their 
means. What happened? The year rolled 
round. The wards of the State were 
better cared for, better nuoused, better 
clothed than they had ever been. The 
department heads submitted their esti- 
mates for the next year, and those esti- 
mates showed not deficiencies, but sur- 
plus. We had given them more than 
they needed, with the new spirit of ad- 
ministration under which the public busi- 
ness was being conducted. 

‘Well, to go on, they want to say 
that we have starved the poor unfor- 
tunate wards of the State. He says 
‘ Governor Miller drove out of office two 
Republican members of the State Hos- 
pital Commission who protested, and 
has -terrorized those in charge of the 
institution into submission to his cruel 
policy. There are 40,000 insane patients 
crowded into buildings designed to con- 
tain only 30,000, but the Republican 
Legislature under coercion of Governor 
Miller failed to provide for the relief 
of the disgraceful conditions that pre- 
vail in order to sustain his fradulent 
boasts of economy.’ 


Describes Hospital Conditions. 


“What are the facts? Crowding in 
the State hospitals? Yes, there has been 
crowding for more than ten years. For 
more than ten years the population has 
increased. faster than the capacity has 
increased, until this year, for the first 
time in ten years, we are actually in- 
stalling beds faster than the population 
is increasing. One thousand five hundred 
additional beds have already been or 
will shortly be installed, and the normal 
increase is only 800 a year. It is more 
than that now, because following every 
depression there is always an increase 
in the number of commitments to the 
State hospitals. But we have at last 
overhauled this overcrowding and are 
gaining on it and we have provided for 
new construction next year $5,000,000— 
all that can possibly be spent economi- 
cally, 

““ Now, it is true—and this is another 
fact that I suspect that they got from 
the Controller's analysis—it is true that 
the cost of maintenance—and that does 
include food; it includes many other 
things. It includes repairs,. You can 
imagine what repairs are in all of the 
State institutions. It includes coal. We 
have a tidy coal bill. It includes cloth- 
ing, and it includes food, and by better 
business methods we did save $2,000,000 
last year in maintenance. It is true 
it was a time of falling prices, but we 
took advantage of the falling prices and 
gave the taxpayers the benefit of it by 
saving their money. 


Quotes Non-Partisan Society. 


‘“‘And I say, and I do not ask you to 
take my word, ask the State Aid So- 
clety, a body that certainly is non-parti- 
san. They are engaged in visiting these 
institutions. Ask any hospital Superin- 
tendent, anybody who knows, and they 
will tell you that our State hospitals are 
in better condition today, that their _in- 
mates are better housed, and better fed, 
and better clothed, and better cared for 
than they ever have been. But that is 
not all. In the proper care of these 
unfortunates, the need of nurses and

‘“*T am prepared to discuss with these 
gentlemen the conduct of the State in- 
stitutions or any other business of the 
State Government, because for the past 
two vears that is all I have been work- 
ing at. But I have diverted a little from. 
what I had in mind doing. 


Test of Taxation. 


“T am making a comparison of the 
two records and I am applying every 
known test. I have applied the test of 
appropriations. I have applied the test 
of actual expenditures. I now come to 
the test of taxation. ° 

“They say that the taxpayers’ bur- 
den has not been Aghtened: What is 
the fact? We reduced the direct State 
taxes last year $13,000,000. 
reduced ‘them this year $16,000,000; 
$29,000,00 in all; and $17,000,000 of that 
comes out of the City of New York. 
That would go some distance if it was 
used for the purpose to give your boys 
and girls comfortable, sanitary and 
roomy schools. The taxpayers’ burden 
not lightened! Well, I do not know 
that it has been. I can not prove it. 
The cost of your city government during 
the same two years went up $70,000,000. 
I can not prove that that increase would 
not have been $90,000,000 if we had not 
saved them that $17,000,000. 

“There has been no new taxation, but 


there has been reduction in direct tax-, 


ation. And, another thing, there has 
been a falling off in indirect revenues 
due to the business depression through 
which we have been going. 


Direct Tax Figures. 


“They say we have taken money from 
the surplus. Let us look at that. The 
surplus on June 30, 1920, the last full 
fiscal year of the preceding Administra- 
tion, was $31,000,000. On June 30, 1921, 
the year of which six months was in 
this Administration, during which I 
claim to have helped to save some at 
least of that $10,000,000 that was not 
spent, the surplus jumped to $43,000,000. 

‘* Last year we took from the people’s 
pockets $13,000,00 less in direct taxes, 
and $10,500,000 less in indirect taxes, or 
$23,5C0,000 less in all, and the surplus 
at the end of the year was $41,000,000. 
Twenty-three million five hundred thou- 
sand left in the.taxpayers’ pockets, with 
no substantial reduction in the surplus, 
and the surplus is now too high, in fact. 
to have as much

“Now, what happened under the pre- 
ceding Administration on the tax col- 
lection? The taxpayer may not have felt 
our reduction in taxes. Did he feel 
what happened under them? This is 
what happened: Direct taxes went up 

2,000,000. I guess they felt that. I 
have to say, again, to be fair, that that 
was to provide this money for the com- 
mon schools. We are providing. two- 
thirds of that money now out of current 
revenue and not out of direct taxes. 
That is what happened on direct taxes. 


Turns to Indirect Levies. 


‘What about indirect? The so-called 
manufacturers’ tax,:or the tax on manu- 
facturing. corporations’ of 3% per cent., 
was passed, I think, in 1917, That tax 
under the Smith Administration was 
jumped to 414 per cent. Part of the re- 
turn went to the localities, but the in- 
crease in the part that went to the State 
Government for the expenses of the 


State Government the second year of the 
Smith Administration was $14,000,000. 

‘* But that is not all. Under the Smith 
Administration they had to pass the 
personal income tax. For the first time 
we had to have a personal income tax in 
this State. ‘whey think they can buy 
some votes by putting a plank in their 
platform in which they advocate the in- 
crease of the personal exemption to 
$5,000. I’don’t think that the electorate 
of this State can be bought so easily. 
But I say that it was their Adminis- 
tration that put the present personal 
income tax law on the books, and-it is 
there now precisely as they wrote it, 
ahd it yielded to the State Government, 
for the expenses of the State Govern- 
ment the second year of Governor 
Smith’s Administration, $17,000,000. 
Now what is the record? In two years 
they increased taxation, direct taxes, 
$22,000,000, indirect tax $32,000,000. 

‘“*T am not speaking now of the normal 
increase, I am speaking now of. new 
taxes that they imposed, $54,000,000 in- 
crease in taxation in two years. of 
course that was attendant upon such 
gross extravagance in government. Do 
you think the people of the State.felt 
that? Do you think the industries of 
this State felt the. withdrawal in a 
single year of $54,000,000 which other- 
wise would have gone toturn the wheels 
of industry, to have enabled men and 
women to earn bread and clothing for 
themselves and their children? 

** Now that is the record. And my 
friends upon the other’ side have seen 
fit to inaugurate this campaign by 
challenging that comparison. I have 
given it to them.” 


Senator Calder’s Response. 


Senator Calder, in responding, alluded 
in terms of praise to the work of Con- 
gress and the Harding Administration 


and declared that prosperity was on 
the march. 

“Already,’’ he said, ‘‘ reports are com- 
ing from all parts of the country that 
the tide has turned—that instead of 
depression, discouragement and failure 
there is a distinct revival in business. 
The farmers of the country have every 
prospect of disposing of their abundant 
harvest at a fair price. The great army 
of unemployed has materially decreased. 
Confidence has been restored and the 
American working man is the first to 
receive the benefit of the prasperous 
times which are assured by restored 
confidence and the feeling that the 
Government is again on a sound busi- 
ness basis. 

“Tt was here in Cooper Union where 
Abraham Lincoln uttered a_ thought 
which, in my opinion, is the funda- 
mental principle of the Republican 
Party. Let us have faith that right 
makes might, and in that faith let us 
to the end dare to do our duty as we 
understand it.’’ 

At the beginning of his speech Senator 
Calder recalled the fact that he had at- 
tended night school at Cooper Union to 
fit himself for a business career. 

Before the notification ceremonies 
Governor Miller was entertained at a 
dinner given at the Hotel Gotham, where 
he is staying, by Republican National 
Committeeman Charles D. Hilles. Among 
the other guests were Senator Wads- 
worth, James R, Sheffield, President of 
the Union League Club; Nathaniel A. 
Elsberg, President of the National Re 
publican Club; Irving T. Bush, Pres 
dent of the Chamber of

A FIGHT FOR THRACE

‘STILL WAITING IN LONDON 


Gx-Premier’s Stay Alarms the Ene- 
mies of Greece in That Cap- 
ital and in Paris.

LONDON, Oct. 3.—Ex-Premier Veni- 
zelos has postponed his visit to Paris, 
and the change of plans of a statesman 
whose status at the present moment is, 
after all, entirely undefined, has raised 
an extraordinary amount of interest in 
political circles. His own explanation 
to The Evening News is quite simple. 
* There is such a great amount of work 
to be done here that I did not care to 
rush it.” He denied categorically that 
his change of plans had anything to do 
with his interview last aight with Lord 
Curzon, and the Foreign Office declared 
today that it knew nothing of the de- 
cision of Venizelos to remain here until 
it had been announced. It is explained 
that the cabinet requested Lord Curzon 
and Sir Laming Worthington-Evans to 
receive him. He had been invited by 
the present Greek Government to act as 
its envoy at large, and before decid- 
ing whether he would do so Venizelos 
lesired to ascertain how the great 
»owers would view such an appoint- 
ment, so he tried to see Premier Poin- 
laré in Paris, and when that was im- 
jossible for a day or two, he came to 
vondon. 

(No official account has been given 
fut as to what passed at last night’s 
Nnterview, but it is pointed out that M. 
Venizelos must have set. forth the 
#reek point of view, and it would not 
ye surprising if he had _ protested 
igainst the withdrawal of Greek troops 
trom Eastern Thrace. But, with things 
fs they are.at Athens, he could have 
been in no position to put forward 
definite proposals. 

On the other hand, the British Min- 
isters could have done only one thing— 
emphasize the fact that the British 
policy was the allied policy and was 
governed entirely by the Paris agree- 
ment, and that the _ restoration of 
Eastern Thrace to the Turks was one 
of its points, 

Nevertheless, the presence of Venizelos 
in this country has raised a storm in 
the press and fear is openly expressed 
that Greek intrigues in Downing Street 
may delay or even upset the Near 
Eastern settlement. The Daily Express 
this morning recorded the Foreign Of- 
fice interview under the _ headline: 
“Plot to embroil Britain—Greek agent’s 
mysterious visit to Lord Curzon.’’ The 
Evening Standard tonight thinks that 
Lord Curzon should have _ received 
Rechid Bey, the Kemalist envoy, 
fore he saw Venizelos and remarks: 

“It is said that Venizelos’s job in 
coming here is to utilize the pro-Grecian 
friends of the Government to stir up 
mnti-Turkish feeling. Should .Venizelos 
jhave such an idea he should understand 
mt once that he is engaged on a mission 
wf folly. Britain has a very 
.'dea about the Greeks, and if there is 
Bny endeavor at Hellenic subtlety we 
rely on Lord Curzon to counter it.’’ 


Venizelos Wants Allies in Thrace. 

LONDON, Oct. 3 (Associated Press).— 
Ex-Premier Venizelos of Greece, in a 
jong letter to The London Times pro- 


testing against the return of Thrace to; 


the Turks, who, since the beginning of 


the war, he declares, have killed in 
Asia Minor more than a million and a 
half Armenians, says: 

“If it. is necessary to give 
Suarantees to Kemal that the promise 
concerning the return of Eastern Thrace 
will meet with no obstacle in its execu- 
tion, this province could as a last resort 
be occupied by allied troops until the 
execution of the treaty.

So London Hears, but Evacuation 
From That Port Was Reported 
Stopped Monday. 


LONDON, Oct. 3 (Associated Press). 
~The Turkish Nationalists will extend 
the time for the evacuation of refugees 
from Smyrna, says Reuter’s Agency. 


SMYRNA, Oct. 2 (Associated Press). 
—Embarkation of the Greek and 
Armenian refugees from Smyrna has 
been stopped by the Turks, the time 
limit set by Mustapha Kemal Pasha 
having expired. Approximately 300,000 
persons have been evacuated, and those 
remaining will be deported to the in- 
terior, whether men, women or children. 

The Turkish military today began a 
house-to-house search for those liable 
to deportation. The Belgian Consul 
asked the authorities to grant ex- 
emptions for a handfut of Greeks whom 
he regarded as indispensable, particu- 
larly employes of the city water works 
who remained at their posts throughout 
the crisis at his request, and who are 
now unable to depart. 

A similar request was made by the 
American Relief Committee, on behalf 
of the Greeks who have been employed 
in their refugee bakeries; but the reply 


of the local authorities in each case 
was: ‘“ Wu, exceptions can be made.” 
An appeal reached Smyrna’ today 
from Aivali, a small port opposite the 
island of Mitylene, where it is. stated 
10,000 refugees are awaiting embarka- 
tion, mostly Greeks. The rescue of 
these people presents some difficulties, 
as the port is inaccessible except for 
boats of the smallest size; but the com- 
mittee dispatched four vessels from its 
fleet, with barges.

FRENCH MAY CUT INDEMNITY 


To Propose Britain, In Return, Can- 
cel France’s Debt to Her and 
Forego Reparations Share. 


PARIS, Oct. 3.—The opening of the 
conference for the discussion of the 
interallied debts and the German in- 
demnity, to be held in Brussels, has been 
tentatively set for Dec. 1. The prelim- 
inary plans provide for a strictly Euro- 
pean meeting without America’s pres- 
ence, 

Premier Poincaré strongly favors a 
meeting of the European nations first, 
for there is a growing feeling on the 
part of the allied Governments that at 
least one European conference on repa- 
rations and debts will have to be held 
before the co-operation of the United 
States can be expected. 

Despite the anxiety over the Near 
East crisis the allied powers, especially 
Belgium, are beginning to give consid- 
erable attention to the forthcoming 
meeting. Exchange of views have al- 
ready taken place between the French 
and Belgian Governments over the ques- 
tions to be discussed. As soon as the 
Turkish problem is fairly on the way to 
settlement, conversations will be held 
periodically between representatives of 
the Paris and London Governments. 

Premier Poincaré’s present plan is to 
offer to reduce the German indemnity 
to a figure between 40,000,000,000 and 
50,000,000,000 gold marks in return for 
the cancellation of the French debt to 
Great Britain and the surrendering by 
the latter power*of her share in repara- 
tions, which amounts to 22 per cent. 

One of the most important factors 
toward the success of the Brussels con- 
fererce is thought to be the mission to 
Washington of Sir Robert Horne, the 
British Chancellor of the Exchequer. A

ALLIED DEBT QUESTION 


Sees Recovery Abroad—President 
_ McAdams Tells Convention the 
Need of Aiding Europe. 


~ 


The first general session of the bank- 
ers’ convention began at 9:30 o’clock yes- 
terday morning in the main ballroom of 
the Commodore. Thomas B. McAdams, 
President of the American Bankers’ As- 
@ociation and Vice President of the 
Merchants’ National Bank of Richmond, 
Va., called the meeting to order, and 
the Right Rev. William T. Manning, 
Bishop of New York, delivered the in- 
vocation. Before the, invocation Bishop 
Manning told the delegates that their 
Work valled for vision and faith, courage | 
and sympathy, which he called the es- 
sence of true religion. 

Thomas W. Lamont of J. P. Morgan 
& Co., Chairman of the Local Reception | 
Committee, welcomed the visiting bank- 
ers on behalf of the hosts, the New York 
bankers. “He spoke on ‘‘ The American | 
Banker’s Responsibility."’ Telling the 
out_of town delegates that New York 
Was just like their own cities, except | 
for size, and that Broadway was just 


another Main Street, he begged them not 
to give way to sectional feeling against 
New York. 

Mr. Lamont then discussed the Ameri- | 
ean business situation at length, both 
from a purely local viewpoint and as 
affected by conditions abroad. He re- | 
called how American bankers, backed by | 





the Federal Reserve System, headed by | 
Governor Harding (whom he praised | 
highly), had prevented the disaster 
which might have come after the fall in 
commodity prices which succeeded the 
post-war inflation. Now, after twelve | 
months of easing money, hé said, we 
have ‘‘ begun clearly to move forward 
again." He said we seem to be well in 
the final stage which marks the end of | 
one business cycle or the beginning of 
@ new one. 


Still Have Hurdles to Jump. 


** Yet,"’ he went on, ‘‘ despite clearing 
skies and fair weather, we have not yet 


eause for unbounded confidence.

“What other hurdles have we to leap 
fn.our race for prosperity? Certainly 
our labor strikes form one, and a big} 
ome at that, even though the worst) 
may now seem to be over. We all say) 
that we deplore these wretched struggles, | 
yet the extent of our regret must be 
measured by our endeavor to prevent} 
their recurrence; by our aitempt to rec- 
oncile the conflicting views. 

** As bearing upon this situation, I ask | 
you, who are so influential in counseling 
arge men of business, to remember that | 
there are still traces of arrogance among’| 
employers, as there are manifest signs 
of arrogance in labor. Yet the employer | 
has even less excuse for arrogance than} 
the laborer. The high wages of the war 
and of the years just after it had, not} 
unnaturally, a somewhat ‘ spoiling’ ef-|! 
fect upon labor. They gave labor the 
feeling that it must always share in 
the prosperitl, never in the adversity, of | 
business. 

‘“*Y deplore that feeling: yet I beg to 
remind you here that that feeling of | 
labor, in so far as it was directed to the | 
improvement of living conditions, to the | 
gairing of a little leisure. and of the | 
time to play and be happy, was wholly 
right and to the advantage of the com- 
munity. From such men as you, such | 
ambitions on the part or :abor, moder- | 
ately and wisely directed, 
every possible encouragement. 

** The problem of capital and of labor 
will never be wholly worked out. People 
talk as if it were an example in arith- 
metic, capable of a final solution. It is | 
no such‘thing. It is a problem of human 
beings; therefore, of emotiuns, gropings, 
jongings and ambitions. We can meet it 
only little by little, and only then if we | 
put ourselves in the other fellow’s shoes 
and get his viewpoint. Do you and I 
want to change our jobs of long hours, 
evening conferences, heavy and: contin- 
uing responsibility, for the job of the! 
man who has the chance in his daily 
work to relieve his brains with the work 
of his hands? Some days. no doubt, we 
all feel like it, but, whether we would 
make exchange or would not, it is our 
responsibilty to study more fully than; 
we do today the conditions of labor, and 
to be sure that, by and large, every 
competent worker (be he in the office or 
fn the field) has an interval, in the 
drudgery of work for that enjoyment of 
life that will make him a more content- 
ed and better citizen. In this matter you | 
and I have a responsibility that we can- 
not dodge. |

“What other hurdles 
Jump? If I should answer politics, the 
_response might well be that politics are, 
always with us and must ever be reck- 
oned with as a handicap upon busi- 
mess. If that is true, it is our own 
fault in the men whom we select to! 
legislate for us. The hurdles against | 
business which politics set up are likely! 
to be more formidable in the continued | 
unsettlement which they threaten than 
jin the actual results of legislation. 
That is the reason that the Bonus bill, 
with its threat to tax several billions 
of dollars more out of the American 
people and distribute the fund in such 
@ way that probably no one would re- 
ceive real benefit,.has been a hurdle to 
business. That is the reason that Presi-} 
dent Harding’s ringing veto of the bill 
has created such a feeling of relief in 

- the community. 

. “The tariff measure is of a some- 
what different order. We shall be for- 
tunate indeed if we do not find that 
in practice it protects a lot of indus- 
tries that do not require protection, and 
cuts off from our farmers and manu- 
facturers a lot of foreign markets -that 
are ready to buy our commodities.

‘“Europe was going to pot.’’ When 
bankers size up a customer they’ look 
beyond his written statement into his 
character. So America ought to con- 
sider the invisible factors that are sav- 
ng Europe. Politically, he conceded 
Europe might be in the doldrums, but 
economically, he said, ‘‘I. for one be- 
lieve that Europe is on the mend.” 


Signs of Recovery. 


He pointed ,out that the forces in 
Europe which for five years dealt in 
death and destruction are now engaged 
in production, the growing of crops and 
making of goods. Next, trade is on the 
increase. Since 1919 England has paid 
off 275,000,006 of her external 


debt, the equivalent of one and one- 
third America’s entire national debt be- 
for the war. Last year France reduced 
the trade balance against her from an 
adverse figure of 23,000,000,000. francs 
to 2,000,000,000 francs. 
The people of Europe are saving, he 
said. Since the war the French people 
have invested 100,000,000,000 francs in 
their own Government securities. As to 
Russia, he said, practical business men 
in London,. familiar with Russian con- 
ditfons, had told him the Russian situa- 
would gradually improve in two 
ways. The Soviet Government would 
begin to persuade foreign engineers, | 
manufacturers, technical experts, to re-| 
turn to Russia und take hold of units 
of production and transportation. For- | 
eign merchants would open up active! 
trade with buffer States like Latvia} 
and Esthonia, whose merchants could} 
secure payments in kind in return for} 
shipments of goods into Russia.

The French Attitude. 


“In our discussions of reparations | 
over here, the American attitude has, 
on the whole, been critical of the French 
for apparently not realizing more quick- |

tions payments. In fact, many critics 
over here have been advising France to | 
forgive a good part of the German debt. | 
To these critics Frenchmen have not} 
unnaturally replied: ‘It is easy for| 
Americans to advise us to forgive Ger- | 
man debts due to us in repair of the| 
frightful havoc caused -by Germany 
upon our homes and industries; but} 
what about America, in turn, doing ay 
little of the debt-forgiving business, | 
especially as the debts that were con- | 
tracted with the American Government 
were made in order to enable us, in|

‘““Now, being all, I hope, practical 
men, I think it behooves us to scruti- 
nize this situation and to look into the 
various factors bearing upon it. Let 
us,. by investigation, determine what, if 
any, of these debts are in any event un- 
collectible, and so should be written off 
in order to ‘ quit fooling ourselves.’ Let 
us decide what others of these debtors 
are good in part, but must be given 
ample time to pay in—far longer, per- 
raps, than twenty-five years. Emphati- 
cally, let us figure to see whether the 
payment of these debts (which inevitably 
must mean a great increase in our im- 
port and a heavy decrease in our export 
trade) is going to prove an asset or a 
liability for American business. 


When Debt Was Contracted. 


“Then, aside from these phases of the 
question, there is another one for us to 
study, which has practicality in it and 
also some sentiment. It is based on the 
following fact, namely, that about one-, 
half of the total indebtedness shown 
in the foregoing table was contracted 


between April 4,'1917 (when Congress 
declared war against Germany), and the 
date a year later when the American 





army for the first time got its soldiers 
into the trenches in any considerable 
number. Can it not, with much reason, 
be argued that’ whereas during this 
period of one year we were wholly un- 
able to furnish soldiers to fight our 
battles for us, at least we were able 
to furnish arms and munitions! 

‘““We did furnish these, but not as a 
free contribution to the war, for during! 
that period the Allies were purchasing 
these commodities in America and were 
naving for them by contracting the debts 
just described. Ought, therefore. any | 
part of this first half of the debt be 
canceled by the American taxpayers? 
I do not attempt to answer that ques- 
tion. which of course has been raised | 
many times heretofore. I simply bring 
it up again and urge you to think about 
it, and if and when vou reach a con- 
clusion, exnress that conclusion out loud. 

“One thing is certain, if some one on} 
April 4, 1917, had been able to give us| 
our choice as to whether we should) 
rather give up freely and for all time 
$5,000.000,000 in mony or give up the 
lives of several hundred thousand of our 
sons, there would have been no hesi- 
tation as to-our choice.

“As to science, no ambition could be 
more exalted than to have America first 
in that field. And we may well be glad 
and proud that in so many lines of | 
science, especially perhaps medicine and | 
pathology, this country fs in the van; | 
its progress being manifestly due not 


| only to the zeal and skill of our scien- 


tists, but also to the boundless generos- 
ity of those men who have used their | 
wealth to relieve and to bless mankind. 

‘In education, too, America is in the} 
front rank, and even though in systems 


{ for training the minds of our young we | 


may have much to learn, yet no one can | 
deny that in our scheme of general, free 
schools. for the youth of the land we} 
probably surpass any other country in| 
the world. 
‘Likewise, in our 
record is a noble one. Who can forget 
the colossal sums for relief that our| 
people freely gave, during the war and | 
after?

The Far East and Mexico. 


Mr, Lamont then spoke on the Far| 
East and Mexico. He said that Japan| 
as a whole desired our good will and| 
friendliness, and that China needed our 
guidance in the solution of her diffi- 


culties. For the peace and development | 
of the whole Pacific basin, he said, the 
Pacific Four Power Treaty made at 
Washington last Winter was of supreme | 
importance and called for support. He 
also asked the bankers to give some 
thought to Mexico and her efforts to 
work out the problem of foreign in- 
debtedness. There is strong ground for 
hope in Mexico, he said. 

‘‘ Finally,’’ he concluded, ‘‘ do not for- 
as these nations of Europe 
face great dangers, America, too, is 
facing a crisis, though of a different 
order. We have gained great power. 
With the power goes weighty responsi- 
bility. Have we discharged it? For 
the period of the World War, my an- 
swer is yes, a thousandfold yes. For 
the period since the Armistice, can any 
one of us search his heart and answer 
yes? We have, it is true, offered critic- 
ism,.to the nations of Europe. We have 
shouted advice across to them. But 
we have been timid and fearful of petty 
entanglements. Now we have, it would 
seem, come to the parting of the ways. 
Shall we meet the responsibility that 


; American 





has come with our power—or shall we 
fail? Shall you and I give our mind, 
our understanding and our sympathy to 
these problems or shall we stand aside 
and add to our national stock of gold? 
Shall we urge upon our national Gov- 
ernment active co-operation in the coun- 
sels of the mother country and of the 
old worldl? Or shall we keep silent? ’”’ 

Following Mr. Lamont, the President 
of the association, Mr. McAdams, made 
his address to the convention, Mr. Mc- 
Adams urged the co-operation of com- 
mercial organizations to protect society 
‘“‘against the unsound propaganda -of 
the agitator and the hasty judgment of 
the mob.’’ He told of a conference last 
month of executive representatives of 
nine leading commercial organizations, 
at the invitation of the American 
Bankers’ Association, and said it marked 
a new epoch in the co-ordination of the 
productive forces of the country. In- 
stead of the old theory that bankers 
should keep out of politics, he said, they 
should realize their obligation to public 
service and get into politics against 
‘*those forces which would disrupt and 
destroy.’’ 

Class movements and paternalism in 
government, he said, are the two tenden- 
cles which require most careful han- 
dling in America today. He viewed with 
alarm ‘ the tendency of certain groups 
of organized labor "’ to try to maintain 
war wages at the expense of public wel- 
fare. Industrial difficulties can not be 
‘“*happily adjffsted,’’ he said, if labor 
not only strikes but denies to others the 
right to work. The strike should be 
made subject to laws protecting the 
people against other combinations in re- 
straint of trade, he argued. 

In the interests of labor itself, he said, 
there should be provision to ee its 
legitimate aspirations from being mis- 
used by selfish leaders. He warned 
against a propaganda to discredit pri- 
vate ownership of the railroads and 
force public ownership and recalled the 
i‘ extrav: t and waste’’ of govern- 
ment control. He urged that the Rail- 


road Labor Board have power to re- 
quire both carrier and employe to obey 
its rulings. 

America must also solve the problem, 
Mr.’ McAdams continued, of now far 
government. can undertake to regulate 
and direct the actions of its citizens. He 
sketched the history of various experi- 
ments in regs wf centralized forms of 
government and in individualistic civili- 
zations. The present tendency toward 
paternalism here, he said, is enough to 
warrant serious study to discover just 
where the line should be drawn. 

‘‘A great government-controlled bank- 
ing system,’’ he said, ‘‘ may be success- 
ful if it confines itself to supplying the 
currency needs of the nation, and yet it 
would be a monumental failure should 
it attempt to function as the nation’s 
banker, dealing directly withthe indi- 
vidual, politically controlling deposits 
and credit alike. The active solicita- 
tion of savings deposits by departments 
of the Government is an encroachment 
upon the field of private institutions 
wholly out of accerd with an ideal na- 
tional poticy.’’ 

‘‘The War ‘Finance Corporation. per- 
formed a distinct service in relieving 2 
temporary but none the less acute situa- 
tion, but the permanent operation of 
such a corporation would be econom- 
ically disastrous and would establish a 
precedent in class legislation destructive 
of the ideals of a government of, by and 
for all the people. 

‘* Special privileges for agriculture, re- 
gardless of the recognition of the need 
for encouraging its development as the 
of. American wealth, . inevitably 
leads to special privileges for other

Public Health, 


Dr. George E. Vincent, head of the 
Rockefeller Foundation and former 
President of tre University of Minne- 


sota, delivered the final address of the 
session. Speaking on ‘‘ Public Health 
Assets,’’ Dr. Vincent told the bankers 
he wanted to enlist their interest in the 
subject of public health. This was 
fundamental to the stability, prosperity 
and progress of the nation. Among 
masses of people, sound thinking de- 
pended upon sound physical condition. 

In England, he said, the death rate 
has dropped from 28 per thousand in 
1900 to 13.1 in 1921, mostly because of 
concerted efforts’ against disease. In| 
this country, the big cities, especially 
New York, have made great gains, but 
many rural communities ha've failed to 
follow their lead in public health. bd 
urged the bankers to spread the light 
over the country.

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BUTLER POINTS NEW 
FIELDS FOR THRIFT 


Tells Savings Bank Division of 
Enormous Waste of. Hu- 
man Life. 


WOULD PROFIT BY PAST 


Columhia’s President Says Saving 
Will Bridge the Gap Between 
Capital and Labor. 


Thrift, as ‘‘ the bridge to enable what 


is now labor to become capital,” offers | 


the ‘‘ one certain solution of our funda- | 
mental industrial problem,’’ according to 
Dr. Nichol4és Murray Butler, President | 
of Columbia University, who spoke on 
“Thrift and Thriftlessness’’ yesterday 
afternoon at a meeting of the Savings 
Bank Division of the American Bankers’ 
Association in convention at the Hotel 
Dr. Butler pointed out} 
that the way for joint ownership by 
capital and labor already had been | 
blazed by some of the largest industries | 
of the country. 

At the beginning of his address the | 
speaker referred to the anomaly pre- | 
sented by the American people, who 
were increasing their Hfe insurance | 
eight times faster than the population, 
but. ignoring the enormous waste of 
human life which continued night and | 
day at. the rate of one accidental 
death every six minutes. 

Dr. Butler made a strong appeal for 
“a stirring of the spirit’ among men | 
of affairs throughout the nation, and | 
warned the bankers that there must be | 
a wider recognition of the human ele- |} 
ment. He described the effect on the! 
worker of quantity production in which | 
the deadly routine robbed the worker | 
of his old interest the product 
was manufacturing.

Another recommendation for the pro- 
tection of banks was made by C. W. 
Allendoerfer of the Clearing House Sec- 
tion, who asked that the State Secre+ 
taries co-operate -with the Clearing 
House Section in promulgating a plan 
whereby banks might obtain informa- 
tion regarding duplicating borrowers, 
Mr. Allencoerfer suggested county credit 
bureaus to which each bank could fur- 
nish lists of loans to individuals above 
a certain amount. ; 

A repott on bank taxation was read ~ 
by W. C. Macfadden of North Dakota, 
Chairman of the Committee on Forms. 
‘Various States have endeavored -to 
solve the problem,’’ he said. ‘‘ The new — 
State personal. income tax in New York - 
treats dividends from bank stock the 
same as income from any other busi- 
ness, which surely is-an equitable pro- 
vision, more so than a graduated in- 
come tax would be. There is no reason 
why income from a bank that earns - 
$100,000 should be taxed greater than 
income from the game amount of in- 
vested capital in a bank that earns only 
$50,000. 

“The problem is a big one and bank- 
ers should aproach it with open. minds 
and in a liberal spirit, or else the bars 
will be down and a free-for-all fight in 
each State will result with no solution 
of the problem in a uniform character. 

Among other matters discussed were 
methods of promulgating. the educa- 
tional campaign devised by the Amert- 
can Banking Association to teach ele- 
ments of banking and economics. John 
H. Puelicher, First Vice President of 
the association and Chairman of 
Committee on Public Education, came 
into the meeting and in a brief address 
emphasized the importance of the cam- 
paign.

WAR, BANKERS TOLD CONVENTION WOMEN | 


Ambassador Herrick Says Na- 
tions Merely Disagree Like 
a Married Couple. 


GOLD AS A SACRED TRUST 


Governor Strong Sees Day Coming 
When America Can With Safety 
Help Europe. 


Myron T. Herrick, American Ambas- 
sador to France, told members of the 
Executive’ Council of the American 
Bankers’ Association yesterday that 
there will be no war between France 
and England. They are like a married | 
couple, he said, but there will be \ no 
divorce. 

The Ambassador spoke at a luncheon 
given for Thomas B. McAdam, President 
of the American Bankers’ Association, | 
and the Executive Council, by the Com- 
mittee of One Hundred, at the Waldorf- | 
Astoria. He will sail today for France 
on the Paris to resume his diplomatic | 
duties, interrupted by a vacation to the 
United States. 

Governor Benjamin Strong of the 
Federal Reserve pant, another speaker, 
discussed the question of currency end 
exchange, and referred to the great 
store of gold in this country as a sacred 
trust. He presented figures to show the 
progress. Germany had made. since the 
armistice. 

“What the world needs today,’ Gov- 
ernor Strong said, ‘‘is a réconstruction 
of economis .machinery, so that there 
may be a more effective application of 
the energy of workers to the’ produc- 
tion and distribution of the things 
we need. 


Many Plans to Aid Exchange. 


“A great variety of proposals have 
been advanced for dealing with depre- | 
ciated currencies and foreign exchanges. 
Possibly a word of. doubt is justified as 
to some of these plans, but I shall only 
refer to those relating to the foreign} 
exchanges. They all present one similar | 
characteristic, which is that some new 
kind of currency or instruments of pay- 
ment shalt be. created through the} 
agency of a new organization with a | 
vast capital and gold reserve; that these} 
new instruments shall be employed for} 
international payments and be issued 
against credits extended by the organi- 
zation, and that they shall be main-| 
tained at gold par. Any such currency, 
issued against credits extended to Eu- 
rope, could be stable in value and 
equivalent to gold only so long as it 
was promptly redeemed in gold. 

‘Such currency could not make our 
foreign payments any better than pres- ( 
ent instruments of payment, nor could; 
it be exported any more than gold can 
be exported under present conditions. 
Once here it would stay here, The gold 
reserve would promptly be shipped to} 
this country just as other gold now } 
comes to this country. If, on the other 
hand, it was not redeemed in gold, then 
it would depreciate just as any other} 
frredeemable currency depreciates and | 
fits value as a stable international 
medium would disappear.

“The emergency of the war created 
corditions which resulted in our receiv- 
ing about $1,000,000,000 of the world’s 
monetary gold prior to our entering the 
war, and on balance over half.a million 
more since the war ended. Our gold 
stock is still being increased by impor- 
tations. The warring nations which 
suspended gold payment resorted to 
printing paper’ money and suffered cur- 
rency depreciation. We, on the other 
hand, with this great store of gold, have 
had thrust upon us the capacity to ex- 
pand our credit and currency upon a 
gold basis just as a large part of Eu- 
rope expanded its currency issues with- 
out adequate gold basis. 

“If permitted to do so this gold ‘{s 
capable of bringing about a dangerous 
enlargement of credit in this country 
with consequences which might be more 
disturbing to our economic welfare than 
4f we had never received the gold. We 
should; I believe, regard our excess of 
gold as a sacred trust. Of course, we 
shall employ it as the basis for the 
extension of all the credit that is re- 
quired for the sound development of our 
domestic and foreign commerce. But it 
must not be permitted to encourage or 
» eustain the kind of speculation which 
\, adds nothing to our wealth, our welfare 
* on our happiness, which would in bud | 





only raise prices, and which would 
eventually undermine our prosperity. 


\ Help Must Be Justified. 


** Now our bankers can probably do 
little to influence the policies of foreign 
Governments and Finance Ministers. I 
do not believe that we can just now 
successfully aid with schemes for issu- 
ng new currencies, or for stabilizing 
the exchanges until the fundamental 
conditions which I have mentioned jus j 
tify that kind of help; but we can at 
least maintain ourselves in condition so 
that we may render effective aid when 
cenditions warrant our doing so and in 
the meantime preserve our own eco- 
nomic strength unimpaired. : 

“It is, however, my confident belief 
that gradual improvement is taking 
place in the material conditions under 
which people are living abroad, notwith- 
standing what you may regard as. evi- 
dence to the contrary, and that the 
foundations of public opinion, upon 
which the’ work of repair must rest, are 
gradually being laid. 

‘“‘7f all this be true, then indeed the 
day may come when American bankers 


can safely and profitably enter into un- 
dertakings which in fact we alone of 
all the snations have the strength to 
currency and banking re-establishment 
make, 

‘* But of paramount importance in re- 
storing confidence of people in. their 
Governments, in their financial systems, 
in credit, in the purchasing power of 
currencies and in all. of those things 
which afford us security in the value 
of our labor, of what we produce, and of 
what we save, is the assurance we must 
have that we have seen the erd of 
devastating wars.’’ 

Ambassador Herrick warned against 
the ‘‘insidious propaganda ’’ which he 
said ig present in this country. ‘‘ Everv- 
thing is in the word ‘trust,’ '’ he said. 
* Other countries look to us, and de- 
pend upon us, even if they do not. say 
80. ‘We .sometimes can’t understand 
them, but at the bottom we know that 
all these millions of men who laid down 
‘their lives for civilization, or the ad- 
wance of the human race, have fought 

vain and their cause is lost if coun- 
tries do not trust each other. That- is 
the crux of the whole thing.”’

at Face Value—Liquor Stores Will. |

MONTREAL, - Oct. 3.—For 
time in many years; back at least to a/| 
few years after the American Civil War, 
American money was today at a dis- 
count at the Montreal City Hall. when 
tendered in payment of taxes. 
Assistant City Treasurer Collins said 
in explanation: 
** Having been notified by the banks 


| that they were making a small discount 


on American money consisting of one- 
thirty-second of 1 per cent., or 1 cent 
on every $32, I instructed the city tellers 
to refuse American money.’as the city 
would lose this discount. When the tax- 
payer had no other money we accepted 


| it in small amounts at par, but in sev- 


eral instances when American money 
was tendered in payments of large 
accounts it was refused and Canadian 
money insisted upon for payment. 

‘“‘The City of Montreal does not regret 
to see this change, as the city has been 
paying during the last few years high 
premiums on remittances to New York. 
In seevral instances the premium the 
city had to pay was as high as 15 per 
cent., which amounted in one year to 
$85,000. So turn about is fair play. This 
regulation will remain in force, as long 
as the exchange is in our favor. 


FOR OPEN PRICE REGULATION 


Cabinet Revives Plan for Federal; 
Supervision of Co-operation. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.—Creation of 
a. governmental agency empowered to 
advise and supérvise commercial organt- 
zations such as ‘“‘ open price ’’ associa- 
tions is again being suggested by certain 
Cabinet members, It was learned today. 
Such an agency, with authority to ex- 
amine plans of ah association for co- 
operation among its members and to as- 
sist in keeping them within the law 
would prevent: much expensive inves- 
tigation and litigation on the part of 
the Government, while at the same time 
it would enable American producers le- 
gitimately to strengthen their hands .in 
the search for markets, it was argued.

The 
schedule provides that 25 cents more a | 
ton may be charged for lump coal and 
25 cents less for slack.

1, 1921, to Aug. 31, 1922, states that the 
arrests in cases under investigation by 
the Protective Department since Sept. 1, 
1921, totaled 523; there were pending 256 
cases from arrests prior to this date, 
making a total of 779. Of this number, 
462 were convicted; 213 were released, 
escaped, died or became insane, and 104 
remained awaiting trial on aug. 31, 1922. 


$ Reports 145 Holdups. 


There were 222 burglaries and at- 
tempted burglaries against members of 
the American Bankers’ Association in 
thirty-seven States; in the same terri- 
tory there were 184 attacks against non- 
members. In the territory covered there 
were 20,784 members of the American 
Bankers’ Association. and 10,005 non- 
members. 

The losses sustained by members in 
connection with burglaries were $160,577, 
while the losses sustained by non-mem- 
bers amounted to $88,725. 

Under the classification of hold-ups 
reported, in territory embracing thirty 
States, the report states that ninety-four 
members of the association were at- 
tacked and fifty-one non-members. The 
hold-ups against members caused losses 
of $370,761, while those perpetrated on 
non-members caused losses of $534,909. 
The association has 22,778 members, 
while there are 10,324 non-members, 

During the twelve months there were 
referred to the detective agents of the 
association for. investigation a grand 
total of 1,151 cases of burglary, at- 
tempted burglary, hold-ups, forgeries 
and other crimes against banks. 

The rules of the committee were 
broadened, it was annaqunced, to in- 
clude in its activities for investigation 
hold-ups, burglaries, or felonious crimes 
perpetrated on an officer or employe of 
a member bank outsidé of its premises 
While they are in discharge of banking 
business and where life is placed in 
jeopardy.

‘committed upon a bank’s premises.

Savings Bank Division, President 
RAYMOND F. FRAZIER, President of 
the Washington Mutual Savings Bank:

Defends System Which Is Lead- 
ing Question Before Asso- 
ciation Convention. 


AN AID TO COMMUNITIES 


Head of New York Institution Asks 
Opponents to Make Study 


of Development. 


Walter E. Frew, President of the Corn 
Exchange Bank, in discussing the prob- 
lem of branch banking, now before the 
American Bankers Association conven 
tion, declared yesterday that it has come 
to stay, and that it will not work any 
injury to any of the institutions which 
now bitterly oppose it, but will be, on 
the contrary, a great developer of. all | 
of them and their interests. ‘‘I must 
confess I was not surprise to reaq in 
Sunday’s paper about a proposed meet- 
ing of bankers to protest against na- 
tional banks having the right to estab-

hrough the operations of the Federal 
Reserve system in one of its principal 
objectives to decentralize reserves 
which, judging by results in this city, 
seems to have been eminently success- 
ful. Conversion into State institutions 
seems to be the procedure they should 
adopt, but no doubt other reasons pre- 
vent the adoption of such a course. Con- 
gress, therefore, should give them 
power to establish branches wherever 
they are willing to risk their capital, 
but under such proper supervision and 
restrictions by the’ Controller of the 
Currency and the banking department 
of their respective States, so the de- 
velopment of the system can only be 
along conservative lines. 

“TI want to say to those bank officers 
who are now opposing branch banking 
and who are probably in thé same posi- 
tion as I was in 1899, that they should 
not fear competition of that kind.

With Alleged Conspiracy. 


EX-MAGISTRATE INVOLVED 


Federal Prosecutors Look for Indict- 
ment and Round-Up in the 
Next Two Days. 


The Federal Grand Jury which will 
complete its work tomorrow is expected 
to return an indictment involving thirty 
persons in a big whisky fraud, it was 
said at-the Federal Building yesterday. 
‘The investigation has been conducted 
before the Grand Jury by Major John 
Holley Clark Jr., Assistant United States 
District Attorney, and has been under 
Way several weeks. General prohibition 
agents under Zone Chief John D, Ap- 
pleby, have made several arrests in con- 
néction with the same alléged conspiracy 
to violate the prohibition law, 

The investigation of Major Clark, it is 
understood, has centred around the dis- 
@ppearance of 4,900 cases or Scotch 
whisky and 200 cases of champagne 
withdrawn from the Republic Storage 
Warehouse, in West Thirty-fourth 
Street, on alleged forged customs pa- 
pers. The whisky was to have been 
transferred to a bonded warehouse in 
Philadelphia. Some of the whisky sub- 
sequently was found. 

About thirty men. one a former City 
Magistrate and another a high prohibi- 
tion official, were said at the Federal 
Building to be involved in the alleged 
conspiracy. Several prohibition agents 
also have been mentioned in connection 
swith the case. It was reported that one 

rohibition agen. made a confession 

m which he told ali he knew of ware- 
house lootings and other violations com- 
mitted here in the last year. In one 
quarter it was said that the investiga- 
tion has disclosed one of the most gi- 


it Was said; have been checked up and 
supported by examinations of the bank 
accounts of other suspects, Other plot- 
ters are said to have appeared as volun-

It was said last night that should the 
disclosures result in an indictment,. as 
it was ~believed in official circles would 
be the case, it is likely that the round- 
up of the prohibition agents involved 
and thelr ‘* bootleg allies ’’ will be un- 
der way by the last of the week. 

Abraham Toplitz, a prohibition agent. 
was relieved of his badge and other cre- 
dentials at prohibition headuarters yes- 
terday, although it was explained that 
he had not yet been dropped from the 
Government service. In the afternoon 
he was arraigned before United States 
Commissioner Hitchcock on a complaint 
charging him with accepting a bribe to 
influence his official action in a pro- 
hibition case set for hearing on Oct. 10. 
He was held in $3,000 bail. Major Clark 
made the complaint. 

It is alleged that on Aug. 2, Toplitz 
demanded and accepted a bribe of $1.000 
from Dr..Maurice A. Sturm of 237 West 
Seventy-fourth Street, to quash a com- 
plaint against Dr. Sturm charging vio- 
lation ef the Volstead act.

other case in point where the Govern- 
ment is bound by the mandate ‘of an 
act of Congress to press for collection.

Recently a disposition has 
been observed among Senators and Rep- 
resentatives and in other quarters to 
ease the tongue-curb and say frankly 
what be 4 thought of political condi- 
tions in-Europe, with éspecial reference 
to their effect on the United States. 
Senator. Borah indicated the existence 


of this disposition when he said on Sat- 
urday, in a speech to the Chicago Press 
Club; ‘‘Haven’t we coddled Wurope 
long, enough?.- Hurope needs to be told 
the facts, and that is that she is the 
author of her own ruin.’’ 

In a milder way Bernard M. Baruch, 
in a recent letter to Senator Borah con- 
cerning the allied debt, indicated that 
much of Europe's present troubles would 
be overcome if Europe would go to 
work to get back to’ normalcy. 

In the clost days of the session of 
Congress which ended Sept. 23, there 
was a flurry in the Senate over the 
allied debt situation, with. Senator 
Moses of New Hampshire expressing the 
belief that some European countries did 
not intend to pay it and Senator Heflin 
and the late Senator Watson of Georgia 
contending that the United States should 
go to geereenes in insisting that it should 

e paid. 

Senator Caraway’s caustic comments 
and the picturesque language with 
which they were clothed will not find 
approval among most public men.”

“ADOPT PLATFORMS 


Republicans and Democrats in 
Convention Take Opposite 
Stand on Prohibition. 


EDWARDS RAPS OPPONENTS. 


He in Turn Is Attacked “as One 
Whose Appeal Is Based Upon 
: Appetite.”

TRENTON, N. J., Oct. 3.—Democratic 
and Republican platforms for the -No- 
vémber election were adopted here today 
at State conventions. 

The Democratic candidates for United 
States Senator, Governor and the Legis- 
lature will go before the voters pledged 
to modify the Volstead act and the New 
Jersey enforcement laws so’ that beer 
and light. wines may be restored, while 
thé Republican nominees have promised 
to uphold the. Eighteenth Amendment 
and all statutes designed to enforce it. 

Not only did the two parties take di- 
rectly opposite positions on prohibition, 
but they assailed each other for alleged 
shortcomings and insincerity. In a ring- 
ing speech before the Democratic dele. 
gates Governor Edwards, nominee for 
United States Senator, denounced prohi- 
bition and those who supported it for 
political expediency although personally 
wet, and attacked Senator Frelinghuy- 
sen for voting to seat Senator Newberry. 

In. the. Republican meeting, State 
Chairman Stokes characterized Governor 
Edwards as ‘‘ one whose appeal is based 
upon an appetite,”” and warned that 
*“Hudson County Democracy offers no 
Panacea to the voters of our State, but 
means the Tammanyization of our com- 
monwealth.”’ 

Senator Felinghuysen delivered an ad- 
dress at the Republican convention, de- 
voting most of his talk to » defense of 
the Harding Administration. 

The Democrats adopted a plank call- 
ing for a law that would make public 
utility companies live up to their fran- 
chise contracts with the various mu- 
nicipalities. This would mean a restora- 
tion of five-cent trolley fares. The Re- 
publican plank demands a Federal law 
that would prevent lower Federal courts 
from setting aside rate rulings of the 
State Utility Commission. It also pro- 
vides for extending the jurisdiction of 
the Utility ee to holding com- 
panies. 

Both parties édoptes planks calling 
for open specifications in road building, 

continuation of the direct primary sys- 
tem and prohibition of night work in 
factories by women.

Muldoon Accepts Pittsburgher’s 
Contract to Box Wilson—No 
Word From Latter. 








Harry Greb, Pittsburgh boxer, who 
holds the American light-heavyweight 
championship title, will be restored to 
food standing in the eyes of the State 
Athletic Commission .before the end of 
the week. This was determined yester- 
day when Chairman William Muldoon 
accepted. Greb’s signed agreement to 
box Johnny Wilson, Boston boxer, and 
an accompanying forfeit of $2,500 as an 
evidence of good faith. No signed con- 
tract has. as yet been received from 
Wilson. The suspended Bay State boxer 
was granted until Friday noon to sign 
a contract similar to Greb’s. In_ the 
event that Wilson declines to sign. for 
a bout against Greb, Chairman Mul- 
doon said that Wilson will be perma- 
nently suspended here. Greb, however, 


will be reinstated whether Wilson signs 
or not. 


the dictates of the commission, which 
ordered that before Greb could be re- 
instated he would have to si to box 
Wilson, and that Wilson could not be 
reinstated without first signing to box 
Greb. The commission did not de- 
mand that the match should be held 
soon after articles weré signed. In- 
stead, Chairman Muldoon provided that 
Greb and Wilson may engage in two 
bouts each prior to boxing each other. 

The purpose of the indifferent weight 
arrangement was to eliminate the neces- 
sity of Greb’s training down to a point 
where he would bé materially weakened. 
The idea which prompted the commis- 
sion in granting leeway for two “ warm- 
up” bouts was to preclude the possi- 
phiity of one or the other of the boxers 
from being handicapped from lack of 
competitive activity in the ring. 

The Greb contract has been signed 
with Frank Flournoy, as matchmaker 
of Madison Square Garden. The title- 
holder agrees to box Wilson at any 
time convenient for the Hub boxer and 
at any weight above the middleweight 
notch. Flournoy, following a visit with 
Promoter Tex ckard to the commis- 
sion headquarters, where he detailed 
at length his previous efforts to induce 
Wilson to sign, was in communication 
over the long distance telephone with 
Martin Killelea, Wilson’s manager, in 


Boston. 
Killelea Coming Here Today. 


Flournoy declined to divulge exact de- 
tails of his talk with Killelea but ad- 
mitted that the Hub manager had made 


an appointment to be at the Garden

Wilson, it is reported, has added con- 
siderably to his weight during the period 
of his suspension. The former middle- 
weight champion is reliably reported as 
weighing 180 pounds, or twenty pounds 
in excess of the middleweight limit. The 
Bay State boxer, it is said, is prepared 
to sign a contract for a Greb bout under 
Flournoy’s supervision. Flournoy, in 
the event that Wilson signs, plans to 
conauct the bout in Madison Square 
Garden on a date in December.

Polo Team Today. 


MAY PLAY THIRD GAME 


If Each Quartet Wins, Deciding 
Match Is Likely to Be Con- 
tested Next Week.

WESTBURY, L. I., Oct. 3.—Interest 
in the international polo matches be- 
tween the Argentines and the Meadow 
Brook ‘“‘ Big Four.’’ the first of which 
will be played on the International Field 
tomorrow afternoon at 3 o'clock, is 
tremendously keen, The battle, which 
has taken on the aspect of a contest 
for the world’s polo championship, twas 
the leading topic of conversation here 
today, speculation on the result occupy- 
ing fully as much attention as the judg- 
ing at the annual show of the National 
Polo Pony Society which was held here 
today. 

Despite the fact that the Polo Associa- 
tion deprecates the prevalent idea that a 
title hangs upon the outcome, since the 
Meadow Brook players have not been 
together for more than a year as a team, 
the polo public cannot lose sight of the 
fact that the ‘‘ Big Four" was the 
winner of the Internationa! Polo Chal- 
lenge Cup at Hurlingham, a trophy 
which undoubtedly has stood for world 
supremacy in the galloping game. 

Nor can it be forgotten that the 
Argentines have cleaned up everything 
in South America, have won the Cham- 
pion, Cup in England and defeated all 
the best teams brought against them on 
the London fields, winding up by cap- 
turing the American Open Champion- 
ship in the final match at the Rumson 
Country Club only a few weeks ago. 


Stoddard’s Loss a Blow. 


The whole complexion of the interna- 
tional series changed in a twinkling with 
the announcement late yesteday that, 
Louis E. Stoddard, No. 1 on the “ Big 
Four,’”” would be unable to play his 
position tomorrow with his American 
comrades. Mr. Stoddard has sustained 
four falls on the polo field in the last 
fortnight, the series culminating in the 
disastrous smash in which he went down 
with Frederick H. Prince Jr., at the 
south goal lind on International Field 
yesterday afternoon, and under the roofs 
of Malcolm. Stevenson's pony. Mr. Stod- 
dard was severely shaken and bruised, 
his shoulder muscles strained so that he 
would be unable to swing a mallet ef- 
fectively. 

At a meeting of the Polo Committee 
of the Meadow Brook Club the difficult 
problem of attempting to fill Mr. Stod- 
dard’s saddle was taken up. Some play- 
ers have departed and many ponies have 
been shipped away in anticipation of the 
imminent close of the polo season. After 
canvassing the field of available No. 1 
players it was finally decided to call on 
James C. Cooley, who has filled that 
position on the saucy. fast-flying 
Flamingo four all season. Mr. Cooley 
aecepted and will wear the robin’s egg 
blue colors against the South American 
players tomorrow_afternoon in the first 
game. Whether Mr. Stoddard will get 
into Saturday’s contest is a question to 
be answered later. B 

Through the loss of its No. 1 the 
Meadow. Brook -.combination will be 
greatly weakened. This is not in de- 
precjation of Mr. Cooley's ability as 
a pole player, for he has played a great 
game for his team “this season in the 
forward line of attack. But he is rank- 
ed at only five goals, against the ten 
of Mr. Stoddard, lacks the weight of 
the ‘‘ Big Four” No, 1, as well as thé 
wide international experience of the 
elder and more famous player. Natur- 
ally, he knows but little of the team

Mr. Prince, who suffered more seri- 
ous injuries than his opponent in the 
accident, was resting as comfortably 
as could be expected today at the home 
of friends on Long Island. He was 
suffering considerable pain and, of 
course, will play no more polo this 
year. 


Ponies May Decide Battle. 


As to the rest of the ‘‘ Big Four,’’ they 
are fit for a hard battle with the South 
Americans. Their ponies are extremely 
fit and it may be ponies that will de- 
cide the battle. The Argentine mounts 


are much improved in condition, but 
their string is limited, while the Ameri- 
can players will have an almost unlim- 
{ted number to draw upon. The South 
Americans may be depended upon to 
get every fraction of speed out of their 
ponies, for they are superh horsemen, 
as has been demonstrated many times 
since their arrival here from England 
more than a month ago. 

International Field was in the hands 
of scores of grooms to-day, who watered 
and rolled it until the wide expanse 
of green was as smooth and bright as 
the proverbial billiard table. It will be 
in the best possible condition when the 
two teams take the field at 3 o’clock to- 
morrow afternoon. The game of Satur- 
day also will be called at 3 o’clock. 

It transpired this afternoon at the 
Meadow Brook Club that if each team 
wins a match this week it is more than 
probable that a deciding match will be 
Played next week on a day to be selected. 
This will be possible in view of the fact 
that the Argentine players will not leave 
for home for another fortnight. The 
matching of the Argentines and the best 
American players virtually means a 
championship competition and no one 
would be satisfied if the result was 
left a draw. It was admitted here to- 
day that the question has been under 
consideration and that it is virtually de- 
cided to play a third match in the event 
of a draw.

COMPETE IN SHOW 


Stephen Sanford’s Entries Make 
Almost Clean Sweep in Breed- 
ing Classes at Westbury.

WESTBURY, L. I., Oct. 3.—Placed in 
an ideal setting, with perfect conditions 
prevailing, the fourth annual polo pony 
show of the National Polo Pony Society, 
Inc., was held’ today on the grounds of 
the Meadow Brook Club, a large and 
enthusiastic gallery attending the morn- 
ing and afternoon sessions. Polo mounts 


of several nations were out for the cash 
prizes, plate and ribbons, including the 
famous ponies of the Irish, Wastcott, Ar- 
gentine and American teams which have 
been competing in the international 
tournaments of the last month. 

The show ring was erected at the 
eastern end of the No. 2 field, opposite 
the north end of the clubhouse—a hurdle 
ring, compact enough to allow the criti- 
cal rail birds an intimate view of the 
entrants, yet just large enough for the 
diminutive race horses to dash and turn 
at speed. The judging began at 11 
o’clock in the morning and was not con- 
cluded until 5 in the afternoon when 
the Championship Class had passed the 
critical eyes of the board of judges. The 
judges were Jack Nelson of the Argen- 
tine polo team, Major Vivian N. Lockett, 
the British international player and 
back of the Eastcott four, and R. @& 
Strawbridge Jr. of Philadelphia, back of 
the Shelburne team. 

There was not a large attendance at 
the morning session, during which the 
breeding classes were judged. Cash 
prizes of $50 and $25 were offered in 
these classes and the money was pretty 
well distributed until it came to the 
four-year-old mares, in which Stephen 
(Laddie) Sanford, No. 1, on the East- 
cott team, made almost a clean sweep 
with Springtime, Lavender and Sonora. 
Louis EB. Stoddard’s famous interna- 
tional pony, the brown mare Salina, 
barely beat Sonora for the yellow rib- 
bon. 

Four of the most famous of present- 
day polo ponies shared the honors in 
the class for four-year-old_mares. Tak- 
ing the blue was Louis E. Stoddard’s 
great registered chestnut mare, Belle 
of .All, 10 years old and Kentucky 
bred, by Cunard, out of Black Bella. 
Belle of All went to England last year 
as one of the. stars of the American 
string, and was ridden by Mr. Stoddard 
in three periods in each match in_ the 
great series at. the Hurlingham Club, 
and was one of the factors in bringing 
back to the United States the Interna- 
tional Polo Challenge Cup. She has 
been ridden by Mr. Stoddard in all of 
the international matches on this side 
this Summer. The red went to an al- 
most equally famous international 
mount, Mr. Stoddard’s nine-year-old 
chestnut mare, Nance Oldham, a regis- 
tered Texas-bred pony. Third went to 
the aged bay mare Nicotine, and fourth 
to the aged bay mare Royal Diamond, 
both English bred and both owned by 
Harry Payne Whitney. 

The feature of the early afternoon was 
the award of the Challenge Cup, pre- 
sented by the National Polo Pony So- 
ciety for the best stallion,. four years 
old and upward, suitable to produce polo 
ponies, with three of his get of any age.

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A DOCTOR FOR SENATOR. 

If Dr. CopeLaNnp is elected to the 
fenate, he will not be the first physi- 
cian to enter that body. The late 
Senator GALLINGER of New Hampshire 
began life as a doctor, but left off the 
practice of medicine for that of poll- 
tics. The present Senator from Mary- 
land, Mr. Francs, is a graduate in 
medicine. His frequent political 
vagaries often prompt the application 
to him of the proverb “ Physician, heal 
‘thyself.’ It must be added that 
Benator FRANCE is undertaking to lo 
this, at least to the extent of pursuing 
courses in history and contemporary 
government at Johns Hopkins Univer- 
sity, preparatory to his contest for re- 
election. It is explained by his friends 
that he really wants to look into prob- 
lems of Bolshevism, on which he fears 
that he had prematurely committed 
himself with too little actual knowl- 
edge. There was once a Prime Min- 
Gster of England whose nickname was 
** Doctor.’’ This was HENRY ADDING- 
ron, first Viscount SIDMOUTH. He 
was not a physician, though he may 
have dabbled in medicine under his 
father, who was. At any rate Lord 
RoseEBERY said of ADDINGTON that he 
* carried into politics the indefinable 
* air of a village apothecary inspecting 
** the tongu of the State.’”’ 

It is not to be denied that the first 
§mpression made by tue nomination of 
Dr. CorpeLaANpD was grotesque. Nobody 
had apparently thought of him as a 
Senatorial possibility. If an eligible 
list of one thousand Democrats had 
been drawn up in advance, it is safe 
t> say that his name would not have 
appeared on it. To:no one more than 
himself, it would seem, did the action 
-of the Democratic Convention come as 

~@ surprise. -.The inference was uni- 
versal that his nomination was dis- 
tinctly intended to p'‘acate Mayor 
Bixian. ; f 

Well, the Mayor has been duly 
placated and pleased, and what he 
gays of the efficient services of Dr. 
CorpeLAND es Health Commissioner 
does not exaggerate the  latter’s 
merits. If he learned how to dis- 
charge the duties of that office so well, 
it may be that he could fit himself 
for the work of a Senator, of which 
he frankly confesses himself to be at 
present largely ignorant. It will be 
hard for the Republicans to refute the 
argument that, if CaupEer could do it, 
CoPELAND can. There will be, of 
“coyrse, a partisan effort to make out 
Dr. CopeLaANp’s nomination absurd, 
but the trouble is that Senator CaLpmr 
has led the way in convincing the 
people that the absurdity of a nomina- 
tion for the Senate does not necessa- 
rily prove that it will be defeated at 
the polls. 


OUR BANKERS AND EUROPE. 
The Bankers’ Convention lost. no 
time in bringing to the forefront of 
discussion the question of Europe’s 
economic situation and America’s re- 
_ sponsibilities in the matter. The. Pres- 
fident-of the convention, drawing at- 
tention to the fact that “for four 
** years we have assumed a role of in- 
** difference,’’ raised. the question 
whether, a ‘‘ readjusted balance 
'pheet ”’ might not ‘‘ furnish a proper 
** starting point for the real awaken- 


_ ** ing of international trade, the plac- 


"ing of the currencies ,of the world 
“upon a gold basis, and above all 
© the elimination. of a large part of 
“the unrest and unhappiness now 
-** threatening to demoralize the whole 
-** social structure.’’ Mr. Lamont, in 
his speech on the American banker's 
_ responsibility, answered this question. 
_ MPhe banker, he pointed out, looks 
yond the written statement when 
“sizing up a customer '’; he takes 
4nto consideration that client’s charac- 


any other factors invisible to the actu- 
ary. Applying this test, Mr. Lamont 
believes that the Europe of ‘whose 
hopeless financial. dutlook we nowa- 
days hear so much is economically 
om the mend. The forces that for 
almost. five years were. given over to 
the killing of men are being devoted 
to the growing of crops and making 
of goods; trade is increasing; the peo- 
ple of Europe are saving instead of 
spending. 

These undeniable facts need, in oir 
judgment, to be often and emphatically 
called to mind in order to offset the 
prevalent pessimism with which the 
world’s, economic problem is s0 con- 
stantly and so unprofitably discussed. 
Mr. LaMOoNT’s remark on ‘the French 
peasant’s savings, which have enabled 
the people of that country to invest 
since the war 100,000,000,000 francs 
in their own Government securities, 
brings forward one out of many con- 
siderations which have been too much 
ignored. Nowadays we can see exact- 
ly what such saving meant when 
France paid the German indemnity of 
1871 and rose from the exhaustion of 
the Prussian war to a foremost place 
in world finance. .We can understand 
what was foreshadowed by England's 
stubborn adherence to the policy of 
resuming gold payments after the 
wars of NAPOLEON. But it is always 
easier to grasp the significance of such 
economic tendencies fifty or one hun- 
dred years afterward than when the 
thing is happening before our eyes. 

It will probably be said by readers 
of the speeches at the convention that 
they were mitch more definite in ad- 
vocating general principles than in 
outlining concrete policies. Yet, after 
all, it is policies which are the c ‘x 
of the present situation. Mr. LAMONT 
courageously grappled with the tariff 
question, telling the bankers, with an 
unmistakable’ side glance at recent 
events in Washington, that ‘‘ many of 
‘* our people still fail to realize that 
‘‘the word trade means, in the final 
‘‘ analysis, an exchange of goods or 
“ services,’’ and that, “if there is any 
‘one motto whieh American pro- 
‘* ducers and legislators should learn 
‘* by heart, it is that oft-repeated one 
“of the British merchant who, over 
‘“*a century ago, declared that ‘ he 
“*who will not buy, neither shall he 
pel ha ge 

No one who speaks on the inter- 
allied debts seems to feel that the 
situation yet admits of final treat- 
ment. Mr. LAMONT’s suggestions re- 
garding the mass of European war ob- 
ligations which our Treasury holds 
are tentatively stated; so, indeed, are 
all suggestions thus far made in the 
matter. He evidently leans to the 
view that, since half of this debt was 
contracted during the first-year after 
the United States joined in the Euro- 
pean war and was contracted largely 
for purchases of war munitions dur- 
ing a time when the American Army 
was as yet unable to co-operate, at 
least that part of the indebtedness 
might be regarded as our own con- 
tribution to the allied campaign. The 
offsetting considerations, as regards 
the character of the debt contracted, 
are known to every one. But the fact 
that the question must be settled, at 
least to the extent of defining policies 
toward the various debtor States, fully 
justifies the emphasis which the con- 
vention is imparting to the discussion. 

The query made by the President of 
the convention, whether the time has 
not arrived ‘‘ for the United States 
** to cast aside her policy of aloofness 
“and throw herself whole-heartedly 
“into the situation, that a cure for 
“social disorder and financial demoral- 
“ization may be speedily. devised,”’ 
opens up the real scope of this bank- 
ers’ discussion. It is not a suggestion 
of. emotion; on the contrary, there is 
no more practical consideration before 
the financial and economic world to- 
day.

A NEW “ARKANSAS TRAVELER.” 

Senator Caraway of Arkansas has 
evidently looked upon Europe with 
the superior air of the earlier “Arkan- 
sas Traveler,’’ who found the primitive 
inhabitant of the Senator’s own State 
in his log cabin at the roadside play- 
ing over and over again the first part 
of a tune which he had heard long ago, 
the second part of which he could 
never recall. The rain was leaking in 
because the owner found it impossible 
to mend the roof when it was raining 
and because it didn’t need mending 
when it wasn’t raifing. The mother 
and daughter were doing the work in 
the Arkansas cabin, while the husband 
and father scraped out his sole musical 
memory of other and better days on 
his consoling fiddle. So Senator Cara- 
war, the twentieth century ‘‘ Arkan- 
sas Traveler ’’ has seen Europe, at any 
rate some parts of it, and has given 
as unfair a picture of it as the earltfer 
Arkansas traveler gave of his own 
State. 

The retort of the log-cabin pioneer 
of Arkansas to the superior Arkansas 
traveler, who asked critically why he 
didn’t-play the second part of the 
tune, is pertinent: ‘ If you are a bet- 
“ter player than I am, you can play 
“* it yourself.” Europe is as one play- 
ing over and over a half-remembered 
tune, while the roof is leaking and 
those who prepare the food are find- 
ing it. difficult to gather enough to 
eat. If the Senatorial traveler were 
to play the rest of the tune, thg-part 
that goes on into the post-war har- 
monies, no doubt the response of 
Europe would be as it was on the 
part of the shiftleas pioneer of Séna- 


ae 


“fence and come in and sit down; I 
** did not know that you could play.” 
‘What, Senator Caraway has said out 
of a very superficial observation of 
Iuropean conditions will not lessen 
the “ cussin’” of America, to which 
he refers in the Arkansas vernacular. 
The second part of the tune is not 
to be recalled by provoking antago- 
nistic feelings. If that is all we have 
to say, it will be ‘‘ upwards of some 


distance” before we find any hos- 


pitality along the road we are 


traveling_in the dusk. 


THE MAYOR GROWS. 


If he will forgive us for saying what 
is to his credit, Mayor HyLan is an 
idealist; in no belittling sense, a doc- 
trinaire. Some men in public life 
never get over that handicap. They 
never learn the condition precedent of 
success in statesmanship, the ability 
and readiness to compromise, thé pre- 
ferring of-a half-loaf to ho bread. The 
Mayor has or had certain ideas and 
a certain plan about transit. The 
Transit )Commission has other ideas 
and other plans. Instead of insisting 
ithat his own proposals are the only 
ones to be accepted, the Mayor, as 
befits a man looking for the. possible 
and realizable, consents to listen to an 
ostensibly opposed plan for the Brook- 
lyn crosstown line, and is willing to 
work with the commission for a final 
plan that will give Brooklyn .,what it 


| needs and must have. This concilia- 


tory disposition of the Mayor is more 
than a matter of disposition. It is the 
severe wisdom of fact. 

The people of Brooklyn care little 
in the present and will care nothing 
in the future whose plan is adopted 
to give them the subways that they 
must have. Even in regard to owner- 
ship and operation they are not in- 
stantly interested. The thing to do 
is the building of the sybways, a mat- 
ter of four or five years’ time. What 
the commission is working for, as Mr. 
MCANENY says, is the unification of 
the transit system on a five-cent fare. 
Mayor HyY.uan’s doubts and questions 
in regard to the dual contracts and 
the use of city money to buy ele- 
vated and surface lines were proper; 
and Mr. McCANENY’s answers were as 
polite as clear. If the Mayor has 
been mistaken in regard to some 
financial details, he is too honest a 
man not to admit it; and he shows a 
broadness of mind by no means al- 
ways present in much more preten- 
tious officials in his readiness to con- 
cede his error. The indispensable 
thing for the good of Brooklyn and 
all the cfty is that the Transit Com- 
mission and the Board of Estimate 
shall ‘‘ get together,” and that the 
new transit routes, too long delayed 
and vital to public comfort and the 
prosperity of the whole city, be started 
and built as soon as possible. 

The attitude of the Mayor, whose 
perception of the necessity of sacrific- 
ing personal opinions to great public 
ends is not shared as yet, unfortu- 
nately, by some other members of the 
Board of Estimate, is not only honor- 
able to himself, but is most promis- 
ing for the settlement of this urgent 
problem in interborough communica- 
tion and transport and the distribution 
of a population that always grows 
faster than any system of transit that 
can be devised. There will be another 
hearing before the Board of Estimate 
on Oct. 16, at which, doubtless, Mr. 
McANENY will be as amiable a mis- 
sionary and the Mayor as concilia- 
tory a representative of the city. 


LOCOMOTIVE AND MOTOR CAR. 

During the first three months of the 
current National Careful Crossing 
Campaign, which is said to be the most 
extensive of its kind ever carried on 
in the United States, the number of 
grade-crossing accidents increased 30 
per cent., as compared with the cor- 
responding period last year. Against 
this sorry showing, the Pennsylvania 
Railroad cites the fact that during the 
entire year that ended with last May 
not one of its 152,000,000 passengers 
was killed. In crossing accidents, 
however, it has had its share, with 107 
collisions in which 71 persons were 
killed and 115 injured. Of these col- 
lisions 85 were with automobiles, the 
number of deaths being 56. Moreover, 
while accidents to automobiles in- 
creased, grade-crossing accidents of all 
other kinds decreased. 

The bulletin issued by the Pennsyl- 
vania places the blame upon ‘‘ a com- 


‘* paratively small percentage of inex-. 


‘* perienced and irresponsible automo- 
** bile drivers.” Many motorists will be 
inclined to doubt. whether the per- 
centage is really small. The one safe 
rule, enjoined by all competent in- 
structors, is to proceed on the assump- 
tion that every driver one meets is a 
congenital idiot. The frequency with 
which this assumption appears jug- 
tified is amazing. No tree, telephone 
pole or stone wall is safe. The fact 
that so many motorists escape is the 
result of eternal vigilance and long 
practice in dodging. Yet the number 
of road accidents is large and is stead- 
ily increasing with the increase of 
those who own cars. In New York 
State during the past nine months 
1,870 people were killed by automobiles 
and motor trucks. In September the 
toll mounted to 245, or over four times 
as many as the automobile grade- 
crossing fatalities on the Pennsylvania 
system. :

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‘“‘ are required to demonstrate knowl-

“ safely.’’ That is only half the story. 
An ‘automobile has no rails, no block 
signals, no fime schedule to regulate 
speed. “Except in the neighborhood of 
towns there is, for the most part, no 
authority that the driver fears. Yet 
a momentarily unsteady hand or care- 
less eye may result in the death not 
only of the driver, but of the most 
careful wayfarer he encounters. The 
motorists, in brief, should “possess 
many times the skill, judgment and 
stability of character“required by the 
locomotive engineer; yet we permit 
any one who can mount the driver’s 
seat to inflict his incapacity upon the 
public. 

The motive behind the Careful 
Crossing Campaign is, of course, eco- 
nomic. For the railways safety pays. 
So also would it pay for the motoring 
public. In New York State about one 
person in 5,000 is killed each year. The 
cost is borne by all who pay automd- 
bile insurance. To secure a license, a 
driver should be required not only to 
prove mechanical skill and accuracy of 
control, but a mental age well above 
what is technically~ known as the 
moron. 


OUR MORAL INFLUENCE. 

Washington dispatches report that 
President HarpIinGc and _ Secretary 
HuGHEs are ‘‘ dumfounded” by the 
discovery that large numbers of 
American voters expect the Adminis- 
tration to do something vigorous 
about the Near East. The churches 
seem to be aroused by a war which 
they think religious as much as na- 
tional, and feel that if Greeks and Ar- 
menians are being killed because they 
are Christians other Christians ought 
to get busy. Bishops invoke curses 
on Mr. HuGuHEs under the transparent 
pseudonym of Meroz. Most unkind- 
est cut of all, Gzorce Harvey is re- 
ported as having paused while eating 
pie in the Cheshire Cheese to say that 
if war comes America will be found 
by England’s side—a report which the 
Administration mildly ‘“ deprecates ”’ 
and drops. What have we to do with 
abroad? Was the campaign of 1920 
fought in vain? 

While they are trying to get their 
bearings, Administration supporters do 
their best to stand off assault by 
counter-attacks. The Tribune ex- 
plains that nothing can be done be- 
cause WILSON didn't declare war on 
Turkey in 1917. ‘‘ A high official,” 
whoever he may be, says that “ our 
** good people should speak with dis- 
“crimination.” Mr. HuGuHes hastily 
sends a conciliatory message to the 


gentleman who had compared his at- | 


titude with that of the American ma- 
rine who had to watch Turkish sol- 
diers outraging a Christian girl in his 
presence, because he had orders not 
to interfere. This message truthfully 
states that Congress has not authorized 
“acts of war.” The Administration 
has privately sent word to MUSTAPHA 
KEMAL that he had better be good. 
But if we were to take sides, high of- 
ficials solemnly explain that it would 
mean the loss of “our moral in- 
fluence.’’ 

In 1920 the Republican Party abused 
and denounced Europe and all its com- 
ponent parts, and promised to have 
nothing more to do with that sink of 
iniquity. Yet thirty-one highly re- 
spectable and lifelike decoy ducks were 
led out to entrap the pro-League Re- 
publicans. For those Americans who 
still thought participation in interna- 
tional affairs might be wise, Mr. 
HakpING produced his hand-made As- 
sociation of Nations, warranted to be 
just as good as what the customer 
asked for. Now the President and 
Mr. HuGuHeEs are discovering, with in- 
jured surprise, that many voters took 
these campaign promises. seriously. 
What to do to retain the Administra- 
tion’s influence among this 
group of voters, with the Congres- 
sional elections close at hand, is a 
hard problem. But the Administra- 
tion need not worry about our moral 
influence in Europe. At present, 
after the events of the past two years, 
that is hardly existent.

THE DETROIT AIR MEET. 

American flying men, civilians as 
well as army and navy pilots, manu- 
facturers of planes, motors and parts, 
inventors, designers and everybody 
interested in the future of aviation, 
expect great things of the Detroit 
meet, which begins on Saturday with 
the flying trophy race for sea and 
water planes. It promises to be the 
greatest exhibition of the kind ever 
held in the United States. In the 
three days’ racing for land planes next 
week the world’s record for)speed may 
be broken. Fast planes have been en- 
tered by the army, navy and marine 
corps, and competing with the sea and 
land services there will be redoubt- 
able civilian airmen. The manufac- 
turers who supply the army and navy 
have built machines specially for the 
Detroit meet. Two of them will be 
entirely new in design. With the 
races at Detroit in mind, Brig. Gen. 
MrTcHe.i, Assistant Chief of the 
Army Air Service; said the other day: 


Four months ago I called leading 
engineers to Washington and told 
them we wanted the swiftest planes 
“in the world. The result is that in 
this short time we have foun new 
models, all departures from planes 
heretofore used in the Air Service, and 
all of them have speed of more than 
200 miles an hour. 


The pick of the army aviators will 


sit at the pilot’s wheel. The navy is 
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best, European Governments are to 
be represented at Detroit by observers 
from the military services. Money 
prizes amounting to $10,000 will be 
distributed, and the gold and silver 
trophies have been valued at three 
times that sum. While most of the 
competing planes belong to~ standard 
types, some of them have been secret- 
ly built to try conclusions with the 
favorites. Ten years ago national 
motor car races were the vogue, draw- 
ing thousands of spectators. Airplane 
races have now become ‘‘ sporting 
events,’’ and for the Detroit meet 
grand stands of great size have been 
erected.: There will be seen scores of 
planés racing at high speed over a 
course of four laps, forty miles to a 
lap. Between races the planes will be 
on _ exhibition, showing aviation devel- 
opment in retractable landing gears, 
radiators formed of the wing service 
itself, shock absorbers in the wheels, 
skid landing chassis, radial air-cooled 
engines, metal propellers, metal plane 
construction, and auxiliary parts never 
seen before. And there will be stream- 
line fuselages. The airplane is going 
through the same course of improve- 
ment as the automobile. ; 
While the national races are being 
flown the Second National Aero Con- 
gress will hold its sessions. Sixty 
cities are to be represented. The prin- 
cipal business will be the organization 
of a national aeronautic association. 
Of hardly less importance will be the 
drafting of measures to bring about 
the enactment of Federal air laws and 
the creation of a bureau of civil aero- 
nautics. The Wadsworth bill, which 
the Senate has passed, is still buried 
in a House committee. Every Euro- 
pean country with an aviation policy 
has a system of air laws. So has the 
Dominion of Canada. “The Canadian 
Air Board extends courtesies to our 
army and navy pilots because they 
have a rigid course of training and 
their efficiency cannot be questioned, 
but American civilian aviators are ex- 
cluded. The greatest success at De-

W. Straus on the subject of ‘ For- 
eign Peace Loans by the United States Gov- 
ernment ’’ at the second biennial convention 
of the Military Order of the World War at 
Atlantic City.

TO SCRAP PRIDE OF NAVY. 


Australia Also to Cut Period of Citi- 
zen Training.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.—Australia is 
determined to carry out the decisions of 
the Washington Arms Conference, in 
spirit as well as in letter, according to 
advices from Melbourne today. In Pur- 
suance of the announced intention of 
Prime Minister W. M. Hughes to reduce 
expenditures by $10,000,000, it has been 
determined to scrap the battle cruiser 
Australia, pride of the Archipelago, 
which is,.credited with “having driven 
Admiral von Spee’s fleet into the arms 


of Admiral Sturdee off the Falkland 
Islands in the World War. * 

Six submarines owned by Australia 
are also to be put out of commission, 
the junior cadet system is to’ be abol- 
ished, citizen training is to be reduced 
from eight years to two, the air force 
will be cut from four squadrons to one, 
and the output of munitions plants will 
be reduced to the lowest point commen- 
surate with their retention as a part 
of the national defense system. 


STARS WITH CATHODE RAYS. 


Scientist Says Their Luminosity 
Surpasses Sun’s Millions of Times.

PARIS, Oct. 3.—From the yellow 
stars of the firmament there come to the 
earth rays which at the French Acad- 
emy of Sciences were described yester- 
day as more penetrating than X-rays. 

M. Deslandres, director of the Meudon 
Observatory, deseribing the stars from 
which these rays emanate, said that 
their luminosity was millions of times 


greater than that of the sun, while their 
temperature was considerably less than 
would be expected from stars of their 
size. 

From these facts the astronomer de- 
duced the conclusion that their lumi- 
nosity was due to the action of cathode 
rays or of particularly powerful and 
enetrating rays which are entirely un- 
nown on earth.

Lord Mountbattén is the second son 
of the late Admiral Prince Louis of Bat- 
tenburg, who visited New York in 1907, 
in command of the Drake for the Hud- 
son-Fulton celebrations, and was cred- 
ited with haying given the order to the 
British Fleet to stand by instead of de- 
mobilizing after the maneouvres In July, 
1914, which saved the situation when 
Germany declared war a few days later. 

The young man, whose full name is 
Albert Victor Nicholas Louis Francis 
Mountbatten, is 22 years old and has a 
courtesy title as the son of a Marquis. 
His father dropped the name of Batten- 
burg during the war and was created 
Marquis of Milford Haven. His mother 
was the Princess Victoria of Hesse, who 
was the daughter of Princess Alice of 
England, which makes Lord Mountbat- 


ten a great-grandson of Queen Victoria 
and second cousin to the Prince of 
Wales, who was best man at his wed- 
ding to Miss Edwina Ashley in St. Mar- 
garet’s, Westminster, July 17. 

Although she was reputed to have 
inherited a fortune of $50,000,000 from 
her uncle, Sir Ernest Cassell, Lady 
Mountbatten was dressed very simply. 
The young couple posed for a small 
army of moving picture operators and 
photographers. Lord Mountbatten said 
he was on leave from the navy, where 
he held the rank of Lieutenant, and that 
they planned to visit Florida, Wash- 
ington and Niagara Falls and expected 
to leave for England on the Majestic 
on Nov, 25. Théy were met at the 
pier by Colonel Robert M. Thompson, 
who will entertain the young couple 
during their stay here. They went to 
the Ritz-Carlton Hotel. 

Lord and Lady Mountbetten were ex- 
tended the courtesies of the port by the 
immigration authorities and by the cus- 
toms officials in charge on the pier. 

Another notable couple arriving on the 
liner were the Earl and Countess of 
Granard. They were met by Ogden 
Mills, the father of the Countess. They 
were accompanied by their children, 
Lady Moira Forbes, Lady Elleen Forbes, 
the Viscount Forbes and the Hon. John 
Forbes, who is just over 2 years old. 
The Earl and Countess occupied the im- 
perial suite on the mig en and brought 
six servants and a large quantity of 
baggage, as they intend to remain in 
America untli December. 

Another passenger was Boris Bakhme- 
teff. who recently gave up his post as 
Russian Ambassador to the United 
States, and returns now as a private 
citizen with the intention of settling in

Delegates Tell Premier They Ac- 
cept Eldest Son of King 
Charles as Heir. 


BUDAPEST, Oct. 3 (Associated Press) 
—Prince Otto, eldest son of the late King 
Charles of Hungary, has been formally 
announced as King of Hungary in suc- 
cession to his father, by the Royalists, 
headed by Count Apponyi, former Pre- 
mier, and Count Zichy. 

The two Counts appeared before the 
Premier, Count Stefan Bethlen, stating 
that they were the representatives of 
the Hungarian Royalists, and then made 


the following statement: 
‘*Since the death of King Charles, 


and. according to the Hungarian Con- 
stitution, the time limit during which 
the coronation of the heir apparent, 
Crown Prince Otto, must take place, has 
expired, the Royalists of Hungary, in 
consideration of the circumstances, con- 
sider the coronation to have taken place 
and that King Otto is only tempororily 
prevented from the exercise of his pre- 
rogative. The Royalists of Hungary 
also ask that this declaration be made 
known to the National Assembly and to 
Admiral Horthy."’ 

Premier Bethlen rey led that the laws 
passed by the National Assembly an- 
aulled the hereditary claims of the 
House of Hapebure to the Hungarian 
throne.

and made so vital as a whole by the 
author’s treatment of it that you could 
not put it down? If so, you may expe- 
rience somewhat the same sensation 
when you see Rex Ingram’s latest mo- 
tion picture, ‘‘ Trifling Weomen,”’ which 
opened at the Astor Theatre last Mon- 
day evening. 


Mr. Ingram, surely, has let his pic- 
torial faney run free in this production, 
of which he is the author as well as di- 
rector. He has concocted a not strik- 
ingly original plot, in which three in- 
fatuated men and the woman * who 
fascinates them are the central figures. 
One of the men is a decrepit old Baron 
desperately clinging to what he considers 
life, the other is his inipetuously living 
son, and the third is a middle-aged 
Italian Marquis. All of them are in 
Paris and all are moths around the 
flame of the sorceress Zareda. The story 
is of their conflict, and it finally ends 
in the heaped-up deaths of all four, the 
old Baron going first by means of 
peison he had intended for the Marquis, 
una the other three at last in a dungeon 
tc which the Marquis, dying, has 
Ee Zareda and the youth for their. 

cach, 

But it was not this story which caught 
Mr. Ingram’s fancy. At least It does 
not secm so. It seems rather that pic- 
tures haunted him, pictures of a Circean 
woran, of men made foolish and mad 
by her, of queer mediaeval towers and 
castles, of dark dungeons and cellars, 
of duels and murders, and of charac- 
ters, definitely stamped and oddly réal 
characters, passing through it all to give 
it the passing semblance of reality.. And 
he has made these pictures. They keep 
your eyes concentrated on the screen. 
They hold your attention. And as pieces 
of pictorial composition many. of them 
are beautiful. So, if, despite its modern 
setting, the careless incredibilities of its 
plot, and the purposelessness of its 
horrors, you can regard this film as an 
old *tale made fascinating by the telling 
of it, there is an evening of exciting en- 
tertainment in store for you at the 
Astor. : 

The difficulty of accepting the photo- 
play is increased, however, by the fact 
that the real story is set within a story 
and told avowedly to point and em- 
phasize a moral. This is absurd. To 
attach a moral to ‘this pure shocker is 
to make the moral look foolish. The 
effort was made; apparently, for the 
sake of the censors and the twelve- 
year-old minds among movie fans, but 
it is inconceivable that even such as 
these will be impressed. The title, 
‘Trifling Women,'’ belongs, of course, to 
the incongruous frame provided for Mr. 
Ingram’s story and the only thing to 
do is to forget it, along with the rest 
of the pale blue border. 

The players all do effective work. Mr, 
Ingram seems to have made another 
discovery in Ramon Novarro, the Ru- 
pert of Hentzau in ‘*The Prisoner of 
Zenda,” and now, in an entirely differ- 
ent role, as finished: as he was in that 
production. Tre dependable Lewis 
Stone fits nicely into the role of the 
Italian Marquis, Edward Connelly is 
easy as the old Baron, and Barbara La 
Marr, as Zareda,. is sufficient. Also 
there are a number of excellent types 
in the picture.

HERE are firms that have advertised for years, 
but neither they nor their advertising agencies have 
ever known why. Such advertising has frequently 

been successful. About once a year the advertising agent 
or the advertising manager presents a carefully worded 
brief, outlining the progress of the advertising for the past 
year and recommending the steps to be taken in the coming 
year. They talk of “demand,” of “prestige,” of “‘selling by 
the printed word,” of “business insurance,” of “good will.” 


They never tell it simply enough: Maybe no one can. 


But if someone only would, there might be fewer cancella- 
tions of advertising and fewer people who wonder if it 
really pays. For the people who belittle their advertising 
do not really know why they are advertising, and the 
advertising promoter who combats this belittlement but 
cannot. prevent it, cannot tell them why. 


N analyzing a market it is customary to say that,there 
are a hundred million people in the United States. 
Of these hundred million, how many can you call by 
name or designate in some other definite way, such as 
*‘The fellow who moved into the house that Mrs. Edwards 
vacated,” or “That new stenographer in Wilcox’s office,” 
or “The red-headed Pole who runs the newsstand where I 
buy my evening papers’’? 

Enumerate all the people whom you know well enough 
to recognize if you encountered them unexpectedly in a 
railroad station. 

Unless you happen-to be a celebrity, about the same 
number of people are aware of your existence,as you your- 
self know of. To increase the number of people who look 
upon you with a friendly interest.is to increase the ful- 
ness of your life. 

It is a wonderful thing to know a man or a woman. 

We lend our friend our house when we go away for the 


summer; we lend him our money—shove it toward him 
more eagerly than he grasps it—on the bare suspicion 
that he needs af4oan. Our best meals are when he comes 
to dinner. If he is sick, we think no act an inconvenience 
that may testify to our sympathy. His death leaves a 
hole in our life. 

Why? 

Because out of the throng of a hundred million, he is the 
one whose markings we know. The hundred million.are 
shadows. The man we know is real.. Our friend may be 
far from perfect—there may be thousands around us as 
likable as himself—but we know our friend; we know his 
strength, his weaknesses, above all his sincerity, his real, 
earnest desire to make life more pleasant for us. 

We can have several friends, many friends. The more 
people who know us and like us, the more complete is 
our life. 

Man will invariably frequent those places where. he 
meets people he knows. For him, the rest do not live. 

You say, “The Avenue is jammed with automobiles.” 
You do not say, “with: people-riding in automobiles” 
(though there are from one to seven persons in every car), 
because the people you do not know and who do not 
know you are but moving shapes. You know the automo- 
biles better. At least you know the Packard from the 
Ford, the Dodge from the Pierce-Arrow. 

It is the same rule of acquaintance—the desire to walk 
and talk with people we know and understand—that 
makes the family physician an institution. It makes a 
man put up at the same hotel year after year. It makes us 
glad to get back home when we have been away. It makes us 
prefer our own bathtub to other bathtubs in other houses. 
It makes us like the old hat better than the new one. 

It makes us prefer merchandise we know something 
about to merchandise we know nothing about. 

“What ginger ale have: you?” you ask the waiter at 
the road house; and he says, “I have Cleveland Spring, 
Schaff’s Special, Waterbury, and Clicquot Club.” 

. You tell him to bring you Clicquot Club, because you 


recognize tht name, you know what the bottle looks like, 


*~ you may have bought it before—but you buy it because 


it stands as an acquaintance among a group of strangers. 

That is what advertising accomplishes for a commodity 
in the same way that social activity does it for an 
individual. 

Advertising does help sell goods, but the thing it does 
that is of even greater importance is to get people ac- 
quainted with these goods—let them know that they exist. 

The world is too big for most people to really live in.

CALLS 1920 LAW PRUDENT

Hopes Country and Congress 
Will Be Brought to Clearer 


Realization of the Situation. 


A LESSON OF THE WAR: 


Says Nation Has Resolved That 
Never Again Shall Untrained Men 
Fight Under New Officers. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.—General Per- 
shing today reiterated the warning that 
a minimum of 150,000 enlisted men and 
13,000 officers was necessary for all the 
duties expected of the army. In an ad- 
dress at the first annual convention of 
the Reserve Officers’ Training Associa- 
tion, now in session in Washington, 
General Pershifg declared this should 
be ‘“‘ the lowest limit ’’ of strength for 
our army; that the primary mission of 
the regular army was the training of 
the National Guard and organized -re- 
serve forces of the country, and that 
this number of men was the minimum 
necessary. 7 

General Pershing congratulated the 
new organization on the work it has un- 
dertaken in aiding in the organization of 
the reserve forces of the nation, and 
voiced the hope that through it Con- 
gress and the people of the United States 
would be brought to a clearer realization 
of their obligations to ‘‘ support our 
very modest military establishment.’’ 
Facing the General and cheering his re- 
marks on preparedness were officers 
from nine corps areas throughout the 
United States, representing approxi- 
mately 70,000 commissioned reservists. 

“This convention, assembled to per- 
fect an association of reserve officers,’ 
said General Pershing, ‘‘is of especial 
importance as a stimulus in the organ- 
importance as a stimulus in the organ- 
jiization of reserve units throughout the 
nation. Before the war there was no 
conception of even the possibility of 
such a society. The number of reserve 
officers was practically negligible and 
there was no incentive to form a society 
of this character. 
out the country an almost total lack of 
concern or appreciation of the value of 
a reserve force of any sort. 

‘But the war brought- home to us in 
a very striking manner the advisability 
of reasonable precaution, completely 
vindicated the advocates of military 
training and preliminary organization 
and demonstrated beyond question the 
fallacy of pacifist theories. These re- 
sults were forced upon us, to be sure, 
at the unnecessary cost of valuable 
human life, and the lesson has sunk 
deep in the breasts of all save those few 
who having eyes see not and having 
ears hear not.

‘“*I am not one of those who would 
have our people forget the bitter experi- 
enee of war, nor eliminate from our his- 
tories all referenée to war, but instead 
would have every child become familiar 


with the sacrifices of their ancestors in} 


the cause of right. Where would Amer- 


ica be today but for the patriotism of our! 


fathers and our sons and their willing- 
ness to stand up for principle? Are we 
to minimize the importance to humanity 
of their part ni the war of the Revolu- 
tion or the World War? Were we in 
error in going to war? What becomes of 
nations or peoples that are not ready to 
yield up life and treasure against the 
oppressor? No nation wants war; we 
do not seek it; but as loong as human 
greed and hatred exist in the hearts of 
nations and individuals wars are possible. 

‘““The provisions of the law of 1920 
are altogether wise and prudent. If we 
follow out these provisions we shall 
have units with officers of more or less 
training, together with some scheme of 
mobilization that will enable us to avoid 
the confusion, the delay and the tremen- 
dous expense that characterized our 
hasty and extemporized preparation 
after war had come upon us. : 

‘The small regular army has for ‘its 
primary mission the training of the Na- 
tional Guard and the reserves for na- 
tional defense. A minimum of 150,000 
men and 13,000 officers is necessary for 
all the duties the army is expected to 
perform, and that should be the very 
lowest limit. 

‘““The logical development of the re- 
serves cannot be accomplished unless we 
have a certain amount of instruction an- 
nuallv and funds are necessary for this 
purpose. The influence of this organi- 
zation should be very great in arousing 
our people to the necessity for reason- 
able appropriations for these purposes. 
It would be false economy to save a 
few dollars by neglecting common sense 
preparation in peace times and then to 
spend billions to make up the deficiency 
when war comes. Just as far as the 
people become interested in this matter, 
just that far will Congress stand ready 
to make the necessary appropriations. 

** May I extend to you my very cordial 
congratulations upon the beginning you 
have made and express the hope that 
through you and your personnel there 
may come to our people and Congress a 
better and clearer conception of their 
obligations to support our very modest 
military establishment.’’ 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.—A resolution 
was unanimously approved at the after- 
noon session of the reserve officers’ 
convention asking the War Department 
and Congress to change the name of the 
officers’ reserve to ‘‘Army of the 
United States \(Reserve),’’ in order to 
avoid conflict with several army reserve 
associations.

NC-9 HERE FROM NORFOLK. 


Big Seaplane Arrives on Its Way to 
Detroit Air Meet. 


The navy seaplane NC-9, one of the 
largest heavier than air craft in the 
world, reached Keyport, N. J., yesterday 
on the way from Norfolk, Va., to De- 
troit, Mich., where it will participate 
in the national air meet which starts 
Saturday.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.—Having ac- 
complished a one-stop flight from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific and made plans 


for a non-stop flight from California to 
New York, the Army Air Service now 
announces plans’ for a non-stop flight 
from the Mexican border to Canada. 

Lieutenant Leland S. Andrews, sta- 
tioned at Kelley Field, San Antonio, is 
the officer selected, for the border-to- 
border flight, which he contemplates 
making on or about Oct. 8. He was the 
companion of Lieutenant James S. Doo- 
little on a number of cross-country 
flights prior to the latter's recent trans- 
continental flight. 

Andrews will start from Ellington 
Field at. Houston, Texas, and proceed 
to the nearest point on the Gulf of 
Mexico. Then he will attempt to wing 
his way directly to Selfridge Field, Mt. 
Clemens, Mich., thus touching the 
southern and northern -boundaries of 
the United States. He will use the same 
girplane with which Lieut. Doolittle re- 
cently made his flight from the Atlantic 
to’ the Pacific with only one stop and 
within a total elapsed time of 24 hours. 

The approximate. distance to be cov- 
ered in Lieut. Andrews’s flight is 1,100 
miles,

Chapter IV. 


(Continued) 


BUELOW 


UELOW finany* did the great 
trick of bringing Conservatives 
and Liberals together in Ger- 
many, thus getting a big ma- 

| jority for the parties siding 
with the: Government. In doing so, 
the great abilities of the Chancellor, 
his skill, ‘statecraft and shrewd knowl- 
edge of men, shone forth ‘most bril- 
Hiantly. The great service rendered by 
him, in achieving this success won him 
thorough appreciation and gratitude 
from his country and from myself; and, 
in addition, an increase of my trust in 
him. The boundless delight of the peo- 
ple of “Berlin in the defeat of the Social 
Democrats at the polls led to the noc- 
turnal demonstration, which I shall 
never forget, in front of my palace, in 
the course of which my automobile had 
to force a way for itself, little by little, 
amid a cheering crowd of many thovu- 
sands surrounding it. The Lustgarten 
was packed with great multitudes of 
people, at whose tumultuous request the 
Empress and I had to appear on the 
balcony in order to receive their 
homage. 


The Chancellor was present at the 
visit of King Edward VII. to Kiel. 
Among the many guests was the former 
Chief Court Marshal of the Empress, 
Frederick Count Seckendorff, long ac- 
quainted with Edward VII. through his 
many visits to England, who reposed 
great trust in the Count. This gentle- 
man, at the behest of Biilow, with 
whom he was friendly, arranged an in- 
terview between the King and the Chan- 
cellor. 


It took place on board the royal Eng- 
lish yacht after a breakfast to whith 
I and the Chancellor were invited. Both 
gentlemen sat for a long time alone 
over their cigars. Afterward Biilow re- 
ported to me what.had transpired at the 
interview. In discussing the possible 
conclusion of an alliance between Ger- 
many and England, the King, he told 
me, had stated that such a thing was 
not at all necessary in the case of our 
two countries, since there was no real 


cause for enmity or strife between them. | 


This refusal to make an alliance was a 
plain sign of the English policy of en- 
circlement, which soon made itself felt 
clearly and disagreeably at the Alge- 
ciras Conference. The pro-French and 
anti-German attitude of England, which 
there came out into the open, was due 
to special orders from King Edward 
VII., who had sent Sir D. Mackenzie 
Wallace to Algeciras as his *‘ supervising 
representative,’’ equipped with personal 
instructions. 


From hints given by the latter to his 
friends it turned out that it was the 
King’s wish to oppose Germany strongly 
and support France at every oppor- 
tunity. When it was pointed out to him 
that it might be possible, after all, to 
take up later with Germany this or that 
question and perhaps come to an under- 
standing, he replied that, first of all, 
came the Anglo-Russian agreement; 
that, once that wag assured, an “ ar- 
rangement’’ might be made with Ger- 
many also. The English “ arrange- 
ment’ consisted in the encirclement of 
Germany. 

His Friendship With Buelow. 


The relations between me and the 
Chancellor remained trustful and friend- 
ly throughout this period. ,He was 
present repeatedly at the Kiel Regatta. 
Here he found occasion, among other 
matters, to confer with ‘the Prince of 
Monaco and a number of influential 
Frenchmen, who were guests aboard the 
Prince’s yacht, among whom doubtless 
the most eminent was M. Jules Roche, 
the leading expert on European budgets, 
and a great admirer of Goethe. He al- 
ways carried a copy of ‘‘ Faust’’ in his 
pocket. 

In April, 1906, came the unfortunate 
collapse in the Reichstag of the over- 
worked Chancellor. As soon as I re- 
ceived the news, I hurried there and was 
glad that Privy Councilor Renvers could 
give me encouraging news about Biti- 
low’s condition. While the Prince was 
recuperating during the Summer at 
Norderney, I went from Heligoland, 
which I had been inspecting, on a tor- 
pedo boat to the island and surprised 
the Chancellor and his wife at their 
villa. I spent the day in chatting with 
the Chancellor, who had already re- 
covered his health to an encouraging 
degree and was browned by the sea 
air and sunlight. 


In the late Autumn of 1907 the Em- 
press and I paid a visit to Windsor, at 
the invitation of King Edward VII. We 
were most cordially received by the 
English royal family and the visit went 
off harmoniously. After this visit I 
went for a rest to the castle of High- 
cliffe, belonging to Gen. Stewart Worth- 
ley, situated on the south coast of Eng- 
land, opposite The Needles. 

Before my departure for England, the 
Chancellor, who was much pleased at 
the English invitation, had long talks 
with me as to the best way for getting 
on a better footing with England, and 
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of mistakes on the part of the Foreign 


) Office, when the. matter was taken up 





at my request, this was not done. 

A storm broke loose in the press.. The 
Chancellor spoke in the Reichstag, but 
did not defend the Kaiser, who was the 
object of attack, to the extent that I 
expected, declaring, on the other hand, 
that he wished to prevent in future the 
tendency toward ‘‘ personal politics ’’ 
which had become apparent-in the last 
few years. The Conservative party 
took upon itself to address an open let- 
ter to the King through the newspapers, 
the contents of which are known. 


During these proceedings, I was stay- 
ing first at Eckartsau, with Franz 
Ferdinand, heir to the Austrian throne, 
and later with Kaiser Franz Joseph at 
Vienna, both of whom disapproved of 
the Chancellor’s conduct. From Vienna 
I went to Donaueschingen to visit Prince 
Furstenberg, to whom the press saw fit 
to address the demand that he should, 
being an honest, upright man, tell. the 
Emperor -¢the truth for once. When we 
talked over the whole matter, the Prince 
advised me to get together, at the For- 
eign Office, the dispatches from High- 
cliffe in 1907, and the answers to them, 
and have these laid before the. Reichs- 
tag. F 

During this whole affair I underwent 
great mental anguish, which was height- 
ened by the sudden death before my eyes 
of the intimate friend of my youth, 
Count Htilsen-Haeseler, Chief of ‘the 
Military Cabinet. The faithful, . self- 
sacrificing friendship ani care of the 
Prince and his family were most wel- 
come to me in these bitter days. And 
letters and demonstrations from the em- 
pire, part of which sided with me and 
severely censured the Chancellor, were 
a consolation to me during that period. 

After my return, the Chancellor ap- 
peared, lectured me on my political sins, 
and asked that I sign the document that 
is already known, which was afterward 
communicated to the press. I signed it 
in silence and in silence I endured the 
attacks of the press against myself and 
the Crown. 


The Chancellor struck a serious blow, 
by his conduct, at the firm confidence 
and sincere friendship which had bound 
me before to him. Undoubtedly Prince 
Btilow thought that, handling the matter 
as he did both in the Reichstag and with 
me personally, he could best serve me 
and the cause, especially as public ex- 
citement was running very high at that 
time, In this I could not agree with 
him, all the more so since his actions 
toward me in the Daily Telegraph affair 
stood out in too sharp contrast to the 
complaisance and _ recognition which 
Btilow had previously manifested toward 
me. I had become so accustomed to the 
amiability of the Prince that I found 
the treatment now accorded me incom- 
prehensible. 


A Break With Buelow. 


The relationship between Emperor and 
Chancellor, excellent and amicable up 
to that time, was, at all events, dis- 
turbed. I gave up personal relations 
with the ‘Chancellor and confined my- 
self to official dealings. After consulta- 
tion with the Minister of the Royal 
Household and the Chief of the Cabinet, 
I resolved to follow Prince Fiirstenberg’s 
advice as to getting together the High- 
cliffe dispatches, and charged the For- 
eign Office with this task. It failed of 
accomplishment because the dispatches 
in question were not to be found. 


Toward the end of the Winter the 
Chancellor requested an audience with 
me. I walked up and jown with him 
in the Picture Gallery of the palace, be- 
tween the pictures of my ancestors, of 
the battles of the Seven Years’ War, of 
the proclamation of the Empire at Ver- 
sailles, and was amazed when the Chan- 
cellor harked back to the cvents of the 
Autumn of 1908 and undertook: to ex- 
plain his attitude. Thereupon I took oc- 
casion to talk with him about the entire 
past. The frank talk and the explana- 
tions ot the Prince satisfied me. The 
result was that he remained in office. 

The Chancellor requested that I dine 
with him that evening, as I had so 
often done before, in order to show the 
outer world that all was again well. I 
did so. A pleasant evening, enlivened 
by the visibly delighted Princess with 
charming amiability, and by the Prince 
with his usual lively, witty talk, closed 
that memorable day. Alluding to the 
Prince's audience with me, a wag wrote 


later in a newspaper, parodying a fa- | 


mous line: ‘‘ The tear flows, Germania 
has me again.”’ 


By this reconciliation I also wished to 
show that I was in the habit of sacri- 
ficing my own sensitiveness to the good 
of the cause. ‘Despite Prince Billow’s 
attitude toward me in the Reichstag, 
which was calculated to pain me, I nat- 
urally never forgot his eminent gifts as 
a statesman and his distinguished ser- 
vices to the Fatherland. He succeeded, 
by his skill, in avoiding a World War at 
several moments of crisis, during the 
period indeed, when I, -.ogether with 
Tirpitz, was building our protecting 
fleet. That was a great achievement. 

A serious epilogue to the above-men- 
tioned audience was provided by the 
Conservatives. The Civil Cabinet in- 
formed the party leaders of the Chan- 
cellor’s audience and what happened 
there, with the request that the party 


had suggested to me a number of his ; might now take back its ‘‘ Open Letter.’’ 


desires and projects, to serve me as 
guides in my conversations with Eng- 
lishmen. During my visit I had fre- 
quent occasion to discuss the subjects 
agreed upon and conduct conversations 
as desired by the Chancellor. Cipher 
telegrams containing my reports on 
these conversations went regularly to 
Berlin and I repeatedly received from 
the Chancellor approving telegrams. I 
used to show these after the evening 
meal to my intimates who accompanied 
me on my visit; these men, among them 
the Chief Court Marshal Count Eulen- 
berg and Prince Max Egon Fiirstenberg, 
read them and rejoiced with me at the 
harmonious. understanding between me 
and the Chancellor. 

After my return from England I made 
a general report to the Chancellor, 
whereupon he expressed te me his 
‘thanks for my having personally trou- 
bled myself so much and worked so hard 
|} toward improving the relations between 
the two countries. 


Defends Famous Interview. 


.A year later came the incident about 
the so-called ‘‘ interview,’’ published in 
The Daily Telegraph. Its object was 
the improvement of German-English re- 
lations. I had sent the draft submitted 
' to me to the Chancellor for examination 
| through the representative of the For- 
eign Office, Herr von Jenisch. I had 
called attehtion, by means of notes, 
to certain portions which, to my way of 
thinking, did not belong therein and 
‘should be eliminated. Through a series 


This request—which was made solely in 
the interest of the Crown, not of my- 
self personally—was. declined by the 
party. Not until 1916, when the war 
was under way, did we get into touch 
again, through a delegate of the party, 
at Great General Headquarters. 


Just as the Conservatives did not do 
enough out of respect for the Crown to 
satisfy me, ‘so also the Liberals of the 
Left, the Democrats d the Socialists, 
distinguished themselvés by an outburst 
of fury, which became, in their partisan 
press, a veritable orgy, in which loud 
demands were made for the limitation of 
autocratic, despotic inclinations, &c. 
This agitation lasted the ‘whole Winter, 
without hindrance or objection from 
high Government circles. Only after the 
Chancellor’s audience did {t stop. 

Later, a coolness gradually arose pe- 
tween the Chancellor and the political 
parties. The Conservatives drew away 
from the Liberals—rifts appeared in the 
loc. Centrists and Socialists—but, above 
all, the Chancellor himself—brought 
about its downfall, as Count. Hertling 
repeatedly explained to me jater—for the 
last time at Spa. He was proud to have 
worked energetically toward causing Bt- 
low’s downfall. 


When matters had reached an impossi- 
ble pass, the Chancellor drew the proper 
conclusions and recommended to me the 
choice of Herr von Bethmann as the 
fifth Chancellor of the empire. After 
careful consultations, I decided to ac- 
quiesce in the wish of Prince Billow, to 





accept his request for retirement and to 
summon the man recommended by him 
as his successor.

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REVIEW OF THE 
FOREGOING CHAPTER

T seems that by 1904, when Edward 
VII. visited Kiel in June, the Ger- 
mans were more interested in the 
alliance which England had sug- 
gested in 1895, 1898, and 1901. But 

now Edward VII. was cool to it, and the 
Kaiser comments that “‘ this refusal to 
make an alliance was a plain sign of 
the English policy of encirclement.” 
Reasoning of this sort is hardly worthy 
of comment, but it may be observed that 
the Kaiser telegraphed to the Czar dur- 
ing this visit: ‘‘ Uncle Albert’s visit 
going, of course, very well. He is very 
lively and active and most kind. His 
wish for peace is quite pronounced and 
is the motive for his liking to offer his 
services whenever he sees collisions in 
the world.”’ 


Meanwhile the Kaiser was soon to set 
to work on his own policy of encircle- 
ment, by the enterprise first begun in 
the following October and crowned by 
the secret treaty signed by him and 
the Czar at Bjéirkié on July 24, 1905. 
This was to bind Russia, and through 
Russia France, to Germany and her as- 
sociates in the Triple Alliance; in mo- 
ments of expansiveness the Kaiser even 
suggested the addition of America and 
Japan. This, however, was not in the 
Kaiser’s opinion anything like the ‘‘ en- 
circlement ’’’ of England, but only an 
‘alliance for mutual support in case of 
need ’’; a combination ‘‘ well able to 
hold all unruly neighbors in order, and 
to impose peace even by force if there 
should be a power harebrained enough 
to disturb it.’’ (Letter to the Czar, July 
27, 1905.) 


In his lately published Comparative 
Historical Tables the Kaiser describes 
this as ‘‘thought of as the nucleus of 
a League of Nations, without a presid- 
ing power.’’ The allies of the two pow- 
ers, be says, as well as other nations, 
should be free to join the Russo-Ger- 
man alliance. But in his: letter to the 
Czar, cited above, he speaks of the like- 
Iihood that the smaller States of Eu- 
rope would ‘‘ revolve in the orbit of the 
great powers ’’"—nothing about England. 
In view of the circumstances of the 
Bjérk6 agreement there is little doubt 
as to who would have been the “ pre- 
siding power.’’ 


History of the Interview, 


The exact nature of Biilow's respon- 
sibility for the Daily Telegraph's inter- 
view will probably never be known un- 
less Billow himself tells the story with 
a greater objectivity than is usual in 
public men trying to clear their records. 
His speech in the Reichstag, which the 
Kaiser says ‘‘ did not defend me to the 
extent that I had expected,’’ included 
the famous promise that the Kaiser 
would ‘‘in future, in private conversa- 
tion as well, maintain the reserve which 
is equally indispensable in the interest 
of a uniform policy and for the authority 
of the crown.’’ And the Kaiser sup- 
ported the promise by an official state- 
ment in the Reichsanzeiger indorsing the 
remarks of Biilow, assuring the Chan- 
cellor of his confidence, and observing 
that he considered ‘‘ his most honorable 
imperial task to consist in securing the 
Stability of the policy of the empire 
while adhering to the principle of con- 
stitutional responsibility.” 


At the time this was taken by some en- 
thusiasts as meaning that the Kaiser 
had had to promise to be more or less 
responsible to the Government and peo- 
ple. But, as Dr. David Jayne HMfll points 
out in his ‘‘ Impressions of the Kaiser,’’ 
it meant nothing like that. The Kaiser's 
*‘ constitutional responsibility ’’ was only 
to himself, whereas the Chancellor had 
to be responsible to and for the Kaiser. 


Now, what was Biilow’s responsibility 
for the interview, in the logical and not 
the constitutional sense? The best ac- 
count of the matter is that of Baron 
von Schoen, who had by this time be- 
come Minister of Foreign Affairs '(Er- 
lebtes, pp. 94-100), but even this is in- 
conclusive. Whatever the nature of the 
telegrams from Highcliffe which could 
not be found when the Kaiser wanted 
them, it appears from Schoen's account 
that the ’’ interview ’’ was actually pre- 
pared by the Kaiser’s former host, 
Colonel Stuart-Wortley (a name which 
the German writers misspell with in- 
finite variety). He sent the sketch of 
the interview to the Kaiser, who agreed 
to the publication on condition that the 
Chancellor had no _ objections. The 
Kaiser's annotations, suggesting that 
certain passages should be modified or 
dropped, are not mentioned by Schoen; 
but, then, he never saw the manuscript. 
He happened to be away when Biilow, 
to whom the Kaiser had sent the draft 
of the interview, forwarded it to the 
Foreign Office with instructions to ‘look 
it over, and after attending to whatever 
cuts, changes or additions were neces- 
sary, to send it back to him.”’ 


Schoen’s deputy, in charge of the rou- 
tine business of the office, passed it on 
to Geheimrat Klehmet, who handled 
most of the political documents. Kleh- 
met construed the Chancellor’s instruc- 
tions as meaning that the Foreign Of- 
fice had only to find out whether the 
Kaiser’s statements were borne out by 
the facts; so he spent some days over 
it, made several ‘‘corrective altera- 
tions,’’ and then sent it back to Bilow 
with the annotation that his instructions 
had been carried out. 


This is Schoen’s version.  Biilow’s, 
given a few days later in the Nord- 
deutsche Aligemeine Zeitung, was that 
he had sent it to the Foreign Office 
“with a note requesting. careful 
scrutiny,’ and that the Foreign Office 
had ‘‘ reported nothing objectionable.’’

Buelow’s Responsibility. 


Schoen seems to have quieted him 
down, and the revelations did not follow. 
But just what was Btilow’s part in the 
affair? In the publication mentioned 
above the Chancellor said that he ‘“‘per- 
sonally had not read it, and if he had 
would have advised against its publica- 
tion.’’ Why had he not read it? Schoen’s 
account offers the material for a guess, 
but nothing more. 

The famous document actually came 
into Schoen’s hands for a moment, after 
his return and. before publication—came 
to him as a matter of offical routine, 
accompanied by a note saying that this 
was a secret matter which the Chancel- 
lor had reserved for his personal atten- 
tion, but which was not yet disposed of. 
The document was in a portfolio, and 
Schoen had no idea of its contents or 
nature, Ordinarily, of course, he would 
have read it; but he happened just then 
to be summoned to talk to Biilow about 
Bosnia. At the end of the interview he 
handed the document over to the Chan- 
cellor, who put it away with the remark 
that it had already been settled. That 
day the Kaiser had lunched with Btilow 
and had told him that this interview 
ought to be got out of the way; so it is 
possible to conjecture that Btilow either 
trusted the Foreign Office too far or 
actually thought that he had looked. it 
over himself. 

Schoen as well as Biilow offered to 

resign when the blame was thrown on 
his department, but the Kaiser would 
not hear of it. One must regret that 
the Kaiser’s news sense is so deficient 
that he does not report just what he and 
Btilow said to each other in the “ frank 
talk’ which finally restored friéndly 
relations; for at the time the Kaiser was 
terribly angry with his Chancellor. 
Talking to Schoen not long afterward, 
he said that Biillow had not only failed 
‘to defend him but had actually be- 
| trayed him. It was no oversight, the 
Kaiser declared; Biillow had deliberately 
permitted the publication with the idea 
that it would result ‘‘in the subjection 
of the Kaiser to the rule of his major- 
;}domo.’’ William admitted that when 
|he was in his lowest depth of despair 
| he had thought of abdicating; but then 
he heard that some members of the 
} Bundesrat were talking about the de- 
| sirability of an abdication, and took the 
|imperial decision that he wouldn’t let 
anybody push him. 

That the Chancellor was a distin- 
guished statesman who rendered great 
services to Germany is undisputed, but 
it seems curious to find the Kaiser 
praising. him for having ‘‘ succeeded by 
his skill in avoiding a world war at 
several moments of crisis, during the 
period, indeed, when I, together with 
Tirpitz, was building our protecting 
fleet.’’ The only crises that threatened 
a world war in Billow’s Chancellorship 
were those of Tangier and the Bosnian 
annexation. In each Germany’s attitude 
was virtually, ‘‘ Hit me if you dare,’’ 
and in the one case France, in the other 
Russia, did not dare. Biilow himself 
has said that ‘‘ the Bosnian crisis made 
an end of the policy of isolation. The 
group of powers whose influence had 
been so much overestimated at Algeciras 
fell to pieces“when faced with the tough 
problems of continental policy. * * * 
By means of our strength as a conti- 
nental power we tore the web which 
encompassed us.”’ 

This would have been important, if 
true. As it happened, five years after 
the Bosnian crisis and a year or two 
after Biilow wrote the foregoing, Ger- 
many shook the mailed fist under Rus- 
sia's nose again, and this time Russia 
did not back down. In the two crises 
of Biilow’s Chancellorship Germany got 
what she wanted—in Morocco, the call- 
ing of an international conference; in 
the Bosnian affair the exclusion of a 
settlement by conference—because her 
opponents gave way rather than’ take 
the chance of a war. But this hardly 
entitles Biilow to the credit of prevent- 
ing it.

Justice Irving Lehman, Justice Edward

The Demo- 
cratic convention, however, refused to 
follow the lead of the Republicans and 
nominate Justice Robert McC. Marsh, 
whom Governor Miller appointed to suc- 
ceed the late Justice Henry D. Hotch- 
kiss, but named Mr. Black instead. 

Agreement upon Mr. Black was reached 
at a conference of leaders, including 
Charles F. Murphy, in the afternoon. 
Mr. Black was formerly Chairman of 
the Democratic County ‘Committee of 
New York County. He was Commis- 
sioner of Accounts in 1904 and 1905 and 
later became a Deputy Attorney Gen- 
eral and Assistant District Attorney. In 
1917 he was Special Assistant Corpora- 
tion Counsel in litigation over lands con- 
demned by the city for the Ashokan 
watershed. He is the author of several 
books on law, including ‘‘ New York 
and New Jersey Corporations "’ and ‘‘ A 
Real Criminal Case.’’

BALTIMORE, Md., Oct. 3.~Governor 
Miller of New York has dropped claim 
to Walter Socolow, abducted ‘from a 
New York.

BURGLARS BIND WOMAN, 
FLEE WITH $1,500 GEMS 


Arriving in Limousine, They Ran- 
sack Apartment—$165 in 
Bills Alse Taken. 


Returning to her. apartment at 1,611 
Foster Avenue, Brooklyn, after a visit 
to her mother in the same building, 
Mrs. Audrey Blake, wife of Arthur C. 
Blake, Assistant Manager of the Isth- 
mian Steamship Line, was attacked by 
two burglars, bound to a chair and 
robbed of $165 and two diamond rings 
worth $1,500. 

Half an hour before Mrs. Blake, while 
at the window in the apartment of her 
mother, Mrs. Isabella Tilton, noticed 
two well-dressed young men alight from 
a dark green limousine. Each wore a 
blue serge suit and a soft felt hat. The 
driver of the automobile wore a dark 
gray suit and a derby hat. 

On her return to her apartment, Mrs. 
Blake had just inserted the key when 
the door was thrown open, and she was 
seized and dragged inside. Two men, 
whom she recognized as those she had 


seen alight from the automobile, threw 
her into a chair te which they bound 
her with strips of cloth torn from her 
own clothes. 

One of the men took her engagement 
ring, valued at $600, and her weddin 
ring, from her left hand, and a diamond ; 
solitaire, valued at $900, the gift of her; 
mother, from her right hand. With the 
remark that it would be a pity to de- 
prive her of it, the burglar replaced 
the .wedding ring. The other .burglar 
meanwhile discovered $165 in bills in a 
bankbook in a bureau drawer. Two 
suitcases had been filled with clothing | 
but the intruders, apparently satisfied ! 
with the two rings and the money, left! 
them behind. 

Mrs. Blake screamed, but could not 
make herself heard. After half an hour 
she freed herself from her bonds and 
telephoned the Parkville police station. 
The detectives who responded found no 
clue except in Mrs. Blake’s description 
of the two men.

Only One Scene of Suspense.

Some six months ago the formation 
of an organization called the Belmont 
Repertory Company, or something of 
the sort, was announced with a good 
deal of a flourish. There would be a

K. Anspacher’s play, ‘‘ That Day.’’ But 
meanwhile the Belmont got a success 
in ‘‘Kempy,” and apparently the Bel- 
mont’s repertory season is all over al- 
ready. Last night the chief factor in 
the erstwhile repertory company, Rich- 
ard G. Herndon, produced ‘‘ That Day ”’ 
at the Bijon theatre. 

As it turned out, it would have been & 
good play with wnich to start a reper- 
tory season, for there certainly would 
have been a demand on the part of the 
audience for a change of‘program. ‘That 
Day ”’ has the distinction of having been 
written by the man who wrote The 
Unchastened Woman,” and in its second 
act it achieves one scene of good theatri- 
cal suspense. For the rest, it is a 
clumsy play dealing with the woman 
who has sinned before meee In the 
beginning it is muddled, and in the end 
it is worked. out in purely conventional 
fashion. 

Perhaps it should be set down, as a 
matter of record, that “ That Day was 
first produced on the Pacific Coast by 
Oliver Morosco some four or five years 
ago. Even then its theme would not: 
have been startlingly new; last night it 
seemed particularly archaic. As for 
the acting, the piece was better played 
in its lesser roles than in its princjfal 
ones. Frederick Truesdell did well with 


\a gentlemanly blackmailer, and the deco- 


rative Hedda Hopper was even more 80 
than usual as a woman following the 
matrimonial theory. Betty 
Linley and Edward Fielding were others 
who gave aid, but’ Helen Holmes and 
George MacQuarrie were not fitted to 
the leading r6éles. 

Mr. Herndon has given the play an 
excellent mounting.

"SOON TO GIVE OPINION 
ON SEA LIQUOR TRAFFIC 


Daugherty Will Advise on Legali- 
ty of Sale on Shipping 
Board Vessels. 


WASHINGTON, Oct, 3.—The opinion 
of Attorney General Daugherty as to the 
legality of liquor transportation into 
American coastal waters, which has been 
forecast as forming the basis of the 
Government's policy, will be completed 
by the end of the present week, it was 
said today at the Department of Justice. 


The expectation fs that the opinion will 
be translated at once into regulations 
for the guidance of enforcement offi- 
elals acting under authority of the 
Treasury Department. 

Comprising a document of 7.000 words, 
Mr. Daugherty’s opinion is said to go ex- 
haustively into the subject of prohibition 
as it concerns the American merchant 
marine articularly and _ incidentally 
foreign ‘shipping sailing into and from 

erican ports. Three major points to 
definitely passed on are: 

Whether transportation and sale of 
Mquor on Shipping Board vessels, as 
property of the United States Govern- 
orang are illegal unde rthe prohibition

Whether such transportation and sale 
on American privately owned shipping 
are illegal when these ships ahre traf- 
ficking from American ports or between 
foreign points. 9 

Whether it is illegal for foreign ships 
to carry liquor ‘‘in any form,’’ as ship’s 
stores or otherwise, into the three-mile 
Mmit of the United States coast, or into 
American harbors, even if sealed as 
ship’s stores.

The hostility of the legisla- 
tive body to the proposed new financing

German Mark at the Low Level. 

After two weeks in which the mark 
has been unusually steady while other 
exchange rates rariged from irregular to 
weak, pressure again came from inter- 
national’ sources on the. German mark 
yesterday, with the result that the 
year’s low point: of 5-one- hundredths 
was reached again. This was the result 
of particularly heavy offerings from 
London and Paris. Bankers in close 
touch with the international situation 
have been at a loss to understand the 
relative firmness of- the mark during 
the two or three weeks’ period just past 
and its acute weakness yesterday. The 
most plausible explanation is that it 
reflected the repurchase of exchange 
sold for the decline by speculators, who 
feared the effects of the postponement 
of the reparations problem would bring 
about a sharp upturn, and which back- 
log just about offset the continuous of- 
ferings. When the mark touched 5 on 
August 25 it had ‘fallen from 13 in two 
weeks and from 21 in five weeks. 


The Advance .in Lackawanna. 

One of the larger brokerage firms in 
Wall Street confirmed the report that 
it had taken over _at private sale a 
block of 30,000 shares of the capital 
stock of the Delaware,-Lackawanna & 
Western Railroad Company. It was de- 
clared that the stock was-part of the 
estate of the late William Rockefeller, | 
but this was denied, it being asserted 
that it belonged to a wealthy New Yorker 
who died some time ago. Confirmation 
of the report was immediately followed 
by an advance of 7 points in Lacka- 
wanna, as it had been known for some 
time that the large block of stock was 
overhanging the market. 


The Movement of Commodity Prices, 


The first of the index numbers of 
average commodity prices, that of Dun's 
Review, which was published yester- 
day, attracted more than usual interest 
on account of the lately prevalent feel- 
ing that recovery in-trade during the 
autumn would méan advance in prices. 
As a matter.of fact, the advance in 
the average during September, although 
less than 2 per cént., still exceeded the 
average monthly rise in prices since 
the low point was-reached in 1921, and 
brings the present average to the high- 
est since March of last year. The 
advance, since the low level of, read- 
justment was reached in July, 1921, 
amounts to 8% per cent.; the decline in 
present prices as measured against the 
high level of May, 1920,-is 33.1-3 per 
cent. How-far the markets are still 
separated from anything like pre-war 
prices may be judged from the fact

WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.—Resymption 
of the mining of soft coal in August was 
reflected in exports, which increased 
heavily over the previous months, al- 
though ‘still much below shipments last 
year, according to foreign trade reports 
issued today by.the Commerce Depart- 
ment.
